Chestnut Hill 
Gardens Associates (CHGA), the 
firm which had begun marketing 
the building as condominiums, 
withdrew as contract purchasers 
of the complex on July 10. 

Despite the new plan, tenants of 
the 422-unit complex as well as 
their allies on the Board of 
Aldermen have said they will con- 


tinue to push the ordinance. 
Tenants, with the aid of State Sen. 
Jack Backman, are also fighting 
the original developers in the 
courtroom. 


The force behind the tenants’ 
uproar is their claim that they 
were promised by developers that 
the complex would remain as ren- 
tal property for at least 14 years. 


However, Peter Shapiro, vice 
president of Connecticut Bank 
and Trust has requested that 
aldermen allow their plan to run 
its course before they vote on the 
ordinance. The bank has sent 
each alderman a packet outlining 
the new marketing plan. 


Ossinger suit against 
city is thrown out

BOSTON — Middlesex Superior 
Court Judge Paul Connolly this 
week rejected a motion by city at- 
torneys to dismiss a $1.1 million 
lawsuit brought against Mayor 
Theodore Mann by his former 
secretary, Diana Ossinger. 

Connolly, however, did accept 
the motion by City Solicitor 
Daniel Funk and Asst. City 
Solicitor Kathleen Torres to 
dismiss the suit against the city. 

Ossinger was acquitted of steal- 
ing more than $24,000 from Mann 
last October by a Middlesex Coun- 
ty jury. Ossinger worked as 
Mann's confidential secretary for 
nearly eight years until she was 
fired after a police investigation 
in February 1980. 

Ossinger was ‘urged with 
cashing 58 of the mayor's 
paychecks over a 44-month period 
beginning in 1976 by cashing them 
at the Newton Treasurer's Office. 

Responding to Connolly's split 
decision on the two motions to 
dismiss the lawsuit, Funk said: 
“I have mixed feelings. I am 


pleased that the city was knocked 
out ... I was a little surprised that 
the mayor was not knocked out.’ 

He added: ‘‘I am confident that 
Mrs. Ossinger will not be able to 
make a case against the mayor as 
it proceeds either on the facts or 
the law.” 


Ossinger was initially found 
guilty of charges by a Newton 
District Court Judge. Since the in- 
nocent veridict, Ossinger has 
been attempting to regain her 
former position and backpay and 
benefits.

Pay raise for mayor

NEWTON - On the recommendation of Chairman Edward Richmond, 
the aldermanic Finance Committee has voted to raise the salary of the 
office of mayor to $48,240 by Jan. 1, 1985, 

The raise, which would be at a rate of 6.5 percent per year effective 
Jan. 1, 1982, was proposed by Richmond as a ‘‘cost-of-living increase.” 
The suggested pay boost comes despite a 4 to 2 vote by the Citizens 
Committee on Mayoral and Aldermanic Pay not to raise the salary of 
the office of mayor. However, because the seven-member committee 
did not yet a five member vote on the prevailing side, it did not voice a 


recommendation.

The Finance Committee went along with the advisory group recom- 
mendation that aldermanic pay be increased $400 bringing the. salary 


to §2,200 per year. 


Both committee recommendations will now go before the Legislatian 
and Rules Committee Wednesday night and then to the full board on 


Aug 10.

ambulances 
with Chaulk 


NEWTON Police Chief 
William Quinn this week found 
himself defending the use of 
police officers in Chaulk Am- 
bulance rescue vehicles. 


Chaulk, a private firm based in 
Framingham, took over the 
emergency service from the Fire 
Department on Monday morning. 
In an effort to assure that Chaulk 
personnel are familiar with city 
streets, Quinn has decided to put 
one police officer in two rescue 
vehicles from 8 a.m. to midnight. 


In a meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen's Public Safety Com- 
mittee, several aldermen argued 
that Chaulk should pay the 
salaries of officers riding in the 
ambulances. 

Quinn, who is responsible for 
monitoring Chaulk ambulances, 
argued that the officers are not 
only acquainting Chaulk 
employees with city streets, but 
also “‘patroling the city."" He also 
stressed that Chaulk did not re- 
quest the use of police persomnel. 


Quinn made the decision to put 
the officers in the ambulances 
after a suggestion by one of his of- 
ficers, 

Ald. Mark White, a mayoral 
candidate who led the fight to re- 
tain the fire service, said that 
Chaulk should pay for the men 
who are being taken out of the 


department's fleet of class five 
ambulance cruisers. 


White, who noted aldermen 
predicted that the Chaulk service 
will cost the city additional 
monies, said he was ‘‘not pleas- 
ed”’ by the decision to put officers 
in the ambulances, 

He protested, ‘You are telling 
me that these people don’t know 
the streets! Chaulk came in here 
and said it wouldn't cost us a 
dime.” White also requested that 
Quinn provide aldermen with 
detailed reports on the response 
times of Chaulk which are being 
“closely monitored” by the Police 
Department. 

Quinn countered: ‘‘Give them a 
chance. We are monitoring it 
because we are worried about 
those people out there. "’ 

“We are going to make this 
work,’’ added a determined 
Quinn. “There are some people 
out there who would like to see 
this fail. I don’t, because one 
failure will hurt a citizen.” 

“Give us a chance to get it off 
the ground,” he pleaded. 

Quinn reported there were “no 
problems” on the first day of 
emergency service by Chaulk. 
However, he added that the new 
ambulances which Chaulk pro- 
mised have not arrived. Quinn

Firing of officer 
reviewed by 
committee 


NEWTON — Police Chief 
William Quinn met with members 
of the aldermanic Public Safety 
Committee behind closed doors 
this week to answer questions on 
the firing of Officer Harold Hollie. 

Quinn was quizzed by commit- 
tee members on the firing of 
Hollie for about an hour. However 
City Solicitor Dan Funk, along 
with Quinn, threatened to leave 
the meeting unless Hollie was 
barred from the executive ses- 
sion. 

Hollie was allowed to attend the 
executive session after aldermen 
insisted that “legal strategy’ 
would not be discussed with 
Hollie present. 

Hollie, a black officer who filed 
discrimination charges against 
the department in February, was 
fired for insubordination on April 
30 after a three-day ad- 
ministrative hearing. Hollie is ap- 
pealing the dismissal before the 
state Civil Service Commission. 
Several aldermen believe Hollie 
was unfairly dismissed. 


Under state law, aldermen can 
discuss several iteins, such as 
legal strategy and the character 
of city employees, behind closed 
doors. 

“T am really annoyed,"’ 
remarked Funk when several 
aldermen urged that Hollie be 
allowed to attend the session. 
“We came here in good faith and 
thought that this would be a true 
executive session. If Mr. Hollie is 
here or his attorney (is here), I 
can assure you we will leave ina 
second.” 

Funk charged that the 
aldermen were “perpetrating a 
ruse on the city itself” by allow- 
ing Hollie to attend the session. 

“If you can't live up to a true ex- 
ecutive session, we may as well 
leave now,” snapped Funk as he 
shook his head in disgust. 

He explained: ‘I feel insulted 
now and I dare say the chief does 
too. The city’s interests area at 
stake here; in addition to Mr. 
Hollie’s.”

By Sarah Clayton 
Staff Writer 
NEWTON CORNER When 
actress Linda Kelsey did an

Kelsey 
discussed slides, taken by her 
husband, of their encounters, 

Describing the marketers of 
formulas and their products as 
“entrenched’'in the countries she 
toured, Kelsey said, ‘In fact, 
when we visited the Phillipines, 
we were asked when we walked in 
the door which infant formula 
company we represented.” 

Kelsey said she met one 
Bangladesh family of 13, con- 
sidered wealthy because, by com- 
bining their incomes, they make 
the equivalent of $34 dollars each 
month, who are planning to stop 
breastfeeding their newborn and 
begin bottlefeeding. Disregarding 
unsanitary water conditions, 
Kelsey said it costs approximate- 
ly $29 dollars a month to feed one 
baby properly.

In an interview, Drinan dis- 
counted the free trade constitu- 
tional issue behind the adminstra- 
tion’s vote. ‘‘So he (Reagan) is 
saying that free enterprise is sup- 
posed to go against the entire 
WHO?”

Bold initiatives, 
impressive wins 
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Shades of Franklin Delano Roosevelt. It 
was the eye-to-eye living room link provid- 
ed by television, not the radio fireside chat 
of the New Deal mastermind. Ronald 
Reagan again was using the medium so 
well suited to his talents. 

His smashing tax cut triumph 
demonstrated what has been evident since 
FDR pioneered the social revolution in the 
1930's. At any level of government, an 
elected official with the capability of going 
over the heads of legislators to the public 
can carry the day. 

Lyndon Johnson did it in selling his 
Great Society, but the cards were already 
stacked by the liberal tide running within 
his own party. Reagan had to reach deeply 
into Democratic ranks in the House to 
achieve his goals. 

The President’s string of victories is im- 
pressive. He is coupling charm with an ex- 
traordinarily adroit awareness of how to 
bend his program objectives to com- 
promise that will gain bipartisan backing. 

Just over six months into his term, he 
has created the atmosphere in which 
change and hope may move a stagnant 
economy in the right direction. Great pro- 
blems exist, even the threat of a new reces- 
sionary trend, so we can applaud the bold 
initiative meeting them head on. 


A King minus 


Except for the Concord-Acton 
Democrat, Chester Atkins, architect of the 
Senate’s budget package, no one frenetic 
really gained much in the struggle still not 
fully resolved. A question being asked on 
Beacon Hill dealt with whether Gov. King 
was the big loser to an extent his chances 
could be damaged. 

His predecessor, Michael Dukakis, 
became vulnerable because of a lack of 
credibility and insensitivity to problems 
demanding solutions. It could well be that 
Ed King is being caught in the same bind, 
notably because he failed to get the signal 
being transmitted by Proposition 2 % from 
the day of passage. 

Implicit in the referendum was a desire 
by voters for reduced state spending to 
generate more local aid as property tax 
revenue cut into municipal services. King 
had walked around the proposition initial- 
ly, embraced it as the will of the people 
and then gave it only token acknowledg- 
ment in hsa first budget. It provided for 
minimal improvement in local aid, $37 
million rather than the $250-300 million 
sought by the communities, and did little 
to chop away at the topheavy state 
bureaucracy. 

Twice more the governor was to offer 
revised budgets, the last of which boosted 
the local aid figure over the $200 million 
mark, but short of what was agreed upon 
by the Senate-House compromise. 
Lawmakers didn’t cover themselves with 
glory in the wheeling and dealing that led 
up to consensus, but it is King who is the 
marked man. 

A resourceful King could rebound if the 
economy rebounds and the Com- 
monwealth’s fiscal condition is healthy in 
1982.

Some legislators who aren't 
overly fond of the way the registry 
runs want you to think about that. 

Rep. Bruce Wetherbee, D- 
Pepperell, perhaps the worst 
enemy the agency has, wants to let 
you get your license and register 
your car in town offices. 

He says people could get along 
without so many registry offices. 
And apparently a lot more 
legislators are beginning to agree. 

The state had 34 offices until Fri- 
day when six were closed. The 
Legislature cut $1.8 million from 
the registry's budget, and the agen- 
cy has to absorb $2.3 million in pay 
increases, resulting in 450 layoffs. 

Now, says Wetherbee, the agen- 
cy that fought for survival may not

even know who its employees are 
— or how many it really has. 

Registry officials met last week 
with some legislators and 
members of the House Ways and 
Means Committee to talk about 
those layoffs. 

Rep. Nicholas Buglione, D- 
Methuen, cochairman of the Public 
Service Committee was unhappy to 
hear the registry say it has 140 
more employees than is listed on 
their payroll. 


“Their explanation is they keep 
moving them around,” he said. 

Other people at the meeting said 
there were fears the registry may 
have no show employees or un- 
touchables protected by not being 


on the official payroll. 

And in the House, where the 
registry used to have a lot of 
friends, an order was adopted last 
week to study the agency. 

“People are upset,” he says, and 
Buglione agrees. ‘‘A lot of the peo- 
ple who’ve defended the registry 
are angry.” 

Secretary ot Public Safety 
George Luciano has perpetuated 
the enmity. Buglione says an 
agreement was almost reached 
last week to keep all the branch of- 
fices open, despite the 150 layoffs, 
but that Luciano wouldn't go along. 

Luciano, meanwhile, put out a 
statement that he and Gov. Ed- 
ward J. King, would ‘explore 


looks — shouldn’t fight to keep 
them open. 

He’s starting an initiative peti- 
tion drive to let voters decide 
whether to abolish the agency 
altogether and let licensing and 
registration be done in every city 
and town. Then, he says, there 
would be 351 branch offices. 

Even legislators fighting to keep 
their branch offices open admit 
some should probably be closed, 
and do not strenuously defend the 
operations. 

The inconvenience, after all, is 
not so great when you only have to 
go there once a year. Or every two 
years. Or every four years. Or 
never.

King keeps door open

Sela 
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Gov. King’s press secretary Gerald Morris 
brands as “a far-fetched rumor” the suggestion 
the Chief Executive will run for re-election as an 
Independent — but he doesn't close the door on 
the idea, 

“The Governor has always been — and re- 
mains — a Democrat,” Morris asserts, leaving 
unanswered the important question of what he 
might do in the future. ‘He stands at the 
forefront of the ‘new’ Democratic party — the 
party for more jobs, fewer taxes, less govern- 
ment regulation, the party less willing to respond 
to special interest groups.” 

Is Gov. King aiming to redefine the 
Democratic party, to equate the conservative 
views above with the ‘new’ Democrat? Indeed, 
the phrases sound as if they could have flowed 
from the mouth of Pres, Reagan. But Morris in- 
sists that to suggest King is philosophically a 
Republican is just “way off base.”” 

Nowhere does Morris specifically rule out the 
prospect that King is studying the pussibility of 
running as an Independent, either in the primary 
which will be crowded or in the veneral election 
which will not. A lot can happen in the 17 mon- 
ths left before the Democratic primary,’ he 
states enigmatically, prompting more questions 
than answers. 


Guzzi is missed 


Sources in Gov. King's office say privately that 
since the departure last fall of Chief Secretary 
Paul Guzzi, there has been little or no coordina- 
lion of staff activities around the Governor. Guz- 
zi kept a firm hand on the flow of events while he 
was in charge. He kept staff informed and on 
their toes smoothing the way for the Governor’s

impact. When he left to work for the Board of 
Regents as interim acting chancellor and ,then 
was hired by one of those Regents, Dr. An Wang, 
head of Wang Laboratories, that coordination 
around the Governor has virtually ceased. Staff 
meetings are infrequent, the anticipation of up- 
coming events is hit or miss, briefings for the 
Governor to look down the road for major pro- 
blems are less than exemplary, say the sources, 
When the chain of command is unclear, subor- 
dinutes, unsure of whom to report to, tend to find 
their own lines of communication. And in that at- 
mosphere, few people are willing to risk their 
position by telling the boss where he’s wrong. 


Review of vetoes 


It is amusing that the House of Represen- 
tatives has been quick to ask the Supreme 
Judicial Court (as it did last week) for a ruling on 
whether the Chief Executive has the copstitu- 
tional authority to veto portions of outside s 
tions of the budget — but is silent about asking 
whether it (the House) has the authority to enact 
outside sections in the first place. The House 
reportedly acted as it did to raise the issue first 
and on its own terms, before any group of tax- 
payers or special interests ‘could raise more 
general questions. 

It now appears Gov, King may ask the court to 
include a review of the outside-section process as 
well’as his powers to veto such addends.

Didn't make it 

The legislature pulled the rug out from one of 
Gov. King’s most adroit political programs, the 
highly effective ‘‘Make it in Massachusetts” 
advertising phenomenon. The Senate took the 
lead in zero-funding ‘‘Make it” in such a fashion 
that the Governor could not veto the cut. The 
Chief Executive is constitutionally prohibited 
from adding funds to any budget item; he can on- 
ly delete or reduce funds. 

But it turns out that there’s slightly less to cut 
from the ad campaign. About three weeks ago 
someone broke into the quarters of the campaign 
and stole 36 dozen ‘*Make it in Massachusetts” t- 
shirts plus a couple of boxes of pewter 
medallions bearing the insignia of the Com- 
monwealth. 

The stolen merchandise was valuable; the t- 
shirt sells for $6 or $7 apiece. How the hot stuff 
will be fenced remains to be seen. 

Private sources may be found to pick up the 
tab for the “Make it in Massachusetts” cam- 
paizn which implies so much for the leadership 
of the Governor, 


Clever GOP survey 


The Republican National Committee is clever- 
ly tapping the desire of ordinary Americans to 
see their government reduced and their taxes 
lowered, 

A GOP fundraising letter is being circulated 
which ts disguised as a means of participating in 
a national demonstration of support for Reagan 
policies of economic stimulants and tax cuts. 

Attached to the customary contribution form is 
a self-serving survey form that asks questions to 
evoke predictable answers. Sample: “Do you 
favor the deregulation of the price of natural gas 
in order to increase domestic energy produc- 
tion? Yes — No — Undecided.” 

Sent initially to a selected list, the returns from 
the appeal gre to be used to send it more broadly. 
As for the questionnaire, Reagan writes, “I need 
tyqur) opinions to demonstrate broad-based 
grasSrvots support for my programs."

Retirement

“You're not needed anymore,” ‘You're too old to work,”’ “You're 
not as productive as you used to be, ‘It’s time you retired.” 
What does it feel like to hear such statements after you have spent 


your adult life being competent and productive? If and when this 
happens, a choice is open to you. You can accept such comments 
philosophically and stoically and retreat to your rocking chair 
whether or not that is to your liking. Or, you can choose to decide 


your own fate. 
This point was made in last week's column, and it warrants fur- 









| ther elaboration. Much of the material written about aging and 
retirement has focused on the process of aging and what happens to 
| those people who retire. Not enough attention has been paid to the 


alteratives that are open to an elderly person. 

Age 65 is an arbitrary point at which our society has decided a per- 
son’s usefulness has come to an end. In reality, as with other 
characteristics of people, there is a wide variation. 

Some people are ready to retire at age 40’ while others are never 
ready. Too many elderly people passively accept society’s arbitrary 
standard about what contribution they are able to make, and 
therefore, implicitly give support to the belief in their diminishing 

abilities. 
| The American Association of Retired Persons has approached 
| this problem in a constructive way. It has found a way te make 
positive and continuing contributions. 


| 
The distinction needs to be made between retirement from a job 
and retirement from being productive. How fast one's physical and 
mental capabilities diminish depends to a large extent on how an in- 
| dividual views and takes care of his body and his mind. 
Being productive is a crucial ingredient to good physical and men- 
| tal health at any age. Being productive does not have to mean work- 
| ing eight hours a day. It can mean doing anything you feel is useful 


| for whatever time period you enjoy and are able to manage. 


It can mean performing your occupation on a part-time basis. It 
can mean pursuing a hobby, caring for your garden or home. It can 
mean helping a neighbor or participating in an organization, 


For some people, their sense of competence is tied to their job. 
This does not have to be the case. Every person has many 
capabilities of which he may not be aware. 


It behooves all of us, at any age’ to periodically take inventory of 
our interests and abilities. With time and experience, our interest’ 
skills and abilities may chanye. 


The challenge is to know what they are and to make the most of 
what we are and who we are at any age. The retirement-age person 
has the added challenge of having to make a major life transition in 
a short period of time. 


One key element to comfortable retirement is to be productive, to 
make the most of what you have and not dwell on what you don’t 
have. You can do a lot about where you are going’ but nothing about 
where you have been.

Cyclist dies 
in crash 


NEWTON Police are trying to learn the 
identity of a young man who died early Tues- 
day morning in surgery following a fatal 
motorcycle crash in Newton. 

Shortly after midnight, Newton police of- 
ficer David Dues saw a man operating a dirt 
trail type motorcycle without a registration 
plate and started to pursue the operator. The 
cyclist accelerated to a point where Dues 
could no longer see him and Dues lerted 
police headquarters.

Firefighters 
battle blazes 


NEWTON — Firefighters battled fires at 
four different locaticns in Newton on Friday 
and were kept busy from the early morning 
until shortly before midnight.

Captain Nazzareno Cucchi of Engine 2 
received a bgck injury along with firefighter 
John Lucas who was taken to Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital for cuts on his hand. 

At 5:44 a.m. Friday, an overheated vat of a 
plastic solution is suspected to have caused a 
fire at the General Connector Corporation, 80 
Bridge Street. 

Fire officials said the fire originated in the 
rear of the one-story masonry building which 
is owned by Chapel Bridge Park Associates 
and is a manufacturing and office complex. 

Firefighter Donald D’Innocenzo was taken 
to Newton-Wellesley Hospital after he was 
splashed in the face with a chemical acid 
while battling the fire. 

While engines 1,3,7 and 9, ladder 1, and 
Assistant Chief Edward Murphy were on the 
scene at Bridge Street’ a Brookline engine and 
ladder, under the mutual aid pact, covered the 
Newton Centre station from around 5 a.m. to6

builds career 
HOLLYWOOD (UPI) 

How does a 
dedicated, obsessive 
body builder convert 
his muscles into an ac- 
ting career? 

Ais up ser al 
Schwarzenegger, ‘ the 
Austrian strongman 
who probably could lift 
the Empire State 
Building, has parlayed 
his physique — which 
might be mistaken for 
clumps of coconuts 
into semi-movie star- 
dom through per- 
sistence. 

Muscles per se do 
not translate 
necessarily into big 
bucks. 

Some people find 
mountains of boulder- 
like deltoids, biceps 
and latissimus dorsi 
absolutely repulsive. 
Clots of muscles rippl- 
ing under the oiled skin 
of iron pumpers bring 
to mind the action of a 
python swallowing a 
dozen baseballs. 

And unless a guy 
lives at the beach, 
there’s isn’t much call 
for running around ina 
pair of drawers flexing 
pectorals, quadriceps 
and trapezius. 

Schwarzenegger, 
looking like the 
unsculpted side of 
Mount Rushmore in a 
sports jacket and open 
shirt, filled a booth at 
the posh Beverly Hills 
Hotel Polo Lounge, an 
intimidating sight to 
men, an object of in- 
terest to women. 

He is finishing his 
must important movie 
performance to date, 
the title role in 
“*Conan,’’ Dino 
DeLaurentiis’ new 
super epic, with billing 
over James Earl Jones 
and Max Van Sydow. 

Persistence and 
determination helped 
Schwarzenegger over- 
come a strong 
Teutonic accent, his 
massive bulk and, or 
course, his name, to 
shine in four other 
films — ‘‘The Villain,” 
“Pumping Iron,” ‘‘The 
Jayne Mansfield 
Story’’ and ‘‘Stay 
Hungry.” 

Lou Ferrigno, the 
not-so-jolly green giant 
of the defunct ‘‘The In- 
credible Hulk”’ series, 
is the only other body 
builder of consequence 
who has managed to 
successfully pursue an 
acting career. 

“Tl tell you why 
there are so few body 
builders in acting,” 
said Schwarzenegger, 
who gives the impres- 
sion of being unac- 
customed to having 
people question his 
word, 

“It’s the same 
reason why so few top 
professional athletes 
in any sport make good 
in show business. They 
all want to start at the 
top. But they can’t. 

“Acting has to be 
studied and learned 
like any other profes- 
sion. If an athlete 
reaches the top in his 
field and enters acting, 
he has to start at the 
bottom all over again. 

“You can’t allow 
your ego to get in the 
way. You have to listen 
to other people, ask for 
help and, what’s 
hardest for athletes, 
having other people 
tell you what to do and 
what not to do.” 

A pair of football 
players probably pre- 
sent the best example 
of what Schwarzeneg- 
ger was talking about. 

Merlin Olson, 
former defensive 
tackle for the Los 
Angeles Rams, has 
slowly built his acting 
career from a bit part 
in “Little House On 
The Prairie’’ to 
regular status in the 
show and featured 
roles in other films. 

Joe Namath, the 
New York Jets’ great 
quarterback, started 
out as the star of his 
own series, ‘‘The 

Waverly Wonders,” 
which crashed and 
burned quickly. Now 
Joe is doing stage work 
and building his acting 
career slowly 

“I began slowly with 
4 supporting role in 
‘Stay Hungry,'’’ 
Schwarzenegger said

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DeNucci responds to 
human services plan 


BOSTON Rep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci (D-Newton-Waltham), 
House chairman of the Human 
Services and Elderly Affairs 
Committee, commented recently 
on the governor’s plan to 
reorganize human services. 

“Many legislators and human 
services experts have long 
recognized the need for 
reorganization,’ DeNucci said. 
“To Governor King’s credit, he 
will not be submitting the plan to 
the legislature for some time, so 
we will have the opportunity to 
thoroughly and fairly review the 
proposal. Human services has 
grown to barely manageable pro- 
portions. With time to review the 
plan, the human services com- 
munity and the legislature may 
be able to reach a consensus and 
move forward toward reorganiza- 
tion. 

“The administration has show- 
ed they are acting in a responsible 
manner by holding off on the filing 
date. It says a lot for the ad- 
ministration to be willing to 
cooperate and get the input which 
I am certain will be forthcom- 
ing,’’ said DeNucci. ‘‘The Gover- 
nor’s plan is as far reaching and 
potentially as dynamic as our 
original state reorganization of 


nearly a decade ago and I look for- 
ward to being a part of this ek- 
citing process. “If the plan means 
that we will cut needless ad- 
ministration without harming 
direct services, then I believe it 
should receive every considera- 
tion,’’ DeNucci stated. 

Commenting on the resignation 
of Human Services Secretary 
Charles F. Mahoney and the ap- 
pointment of William Hogan to 
replace the outgoing secretary’ 
DeNucci stated, ‘‘Secretary 
Mahoney has served the Com- 
monwealth well, providing us 
with innovative ideas. Bill Hogan, 
Tam sure’ will provide a continua- 
tion of the fine leadership provid- 
ed during the past two and one- 
half years. Secretary Hogan serv- 
ed as commissioner of correction 
and as commissioner of welfare. 
He is certainly one of the most ex- 
perienced secretaries ever to 
assume the office and his 
background in state government 
during the King administration 
uniquely qualifies him for this im- 
portant role. I look forward to 
working with him in his new posi- 
tion in the same manner that 
worked with him when he served 
as commissioner,’’ concluded 
DeNucci. 


King okays changes 
in county control 


BOSTON — Newton Represen- 
tatives Susan D. Schur and David 
B. Cohen this week announced 
Governor King’s final approval of 
a significant change in county 
budgetary procedure, through an 
“outside section’’ of the fiscal 
year 1982 budget. 

The provision removes the 
Legislature entirely from the pro- 
cess of approving county govern- 
ment spending. Control is instead 
lodged in county advisory boards 
comprised totally of selectmen, 
mayors and other elected officials 
from the cities and towns within 
each county. 

“The governor’s approval of the 

state budget represents the sign- 
ing of a declaration of in- 
dependence for Massachusetts 
counties,’’ commented Schur, 
who’ along with Rep. Cohen, is a 
member of the Middlesex County 
Project, a coalition ot legislators 
working for county government 
reform. ‘‘Until now counties have 
operated under the control of the 
State Legislature. This section of 
the state budget moves the con- 
trol over their budgets to the local 
communities who make them 
up.” 
Middlesex County Project 
members point out that each city 
and town has to pay an assess- 
ment for county services with the 
same property tax dollars which 
could otherwise go for public 
education, police protection, or 
fire protection. They maintain 
that since cities and towns carry 
the costs of county government, 
they should also be able to deter- 
mine the size of the budget.

“This doesn't mean that cities 
and towns can go to sleep on the 
issue of county waste and spen- 
ding,’ said Rep. Schur. “The 
county budget boards created by 
the new reform will have to start 
meeting this fall, and the mayors 
and selectmen should begin to 
organize now. Getting the 
Legislature out of the counties 
may amount to a revolution, but it 
is up to local elected officials to 
pick up the ball responsibly. The 
major opportunity presented by 
this change is to make county 
government accountable to those 
who pay the bill. The advisory 
boards should seize this op- 
portunity for reform.”’ 


Rep. Cohen added, ‘‘Cities and 
towns in places such as Mid- 
dilesex County can, if they wish to, 
come close to ‘abolishing’ their 
county governments through the 
use of the new budget authority. 
The law does not require that 
money be appropriated for a func- 
tion or department believed to be 
unnecessary. The county opera- 
tions which remain will be those 
which can demonstrate their 
value to the city and town officials 
on the newly constituted county 
budget board.”” 


The cities and towns will also 
have the option of using their 
budgetary powers to make county 
government serve new and useful 
regional purposes. “This is a 
chance to save the taxpayer some 
money ‘” said Schur, ‘‘put it’s 
also a chance to experiment with 
redefining needed services and 
ways of providing them.”

If the board chooses not to raise the mayor’s salary, under the City 
Charter, it must remain at its present level, $37,500, for the next four 
years. The salary of the office was last raised in 1978 from $27,500 to its 


present level. 


Aldermanic salary was aiso raised in 1978 from $1,200 to its present 


level of $1,800. 


Richmond, who presented five salary proposals ranging from an an- 
nual five percent pay hike to a seven percent yearly boost, said he was 
“shocked that the committee (mayoral and aldermanic pay) would 
consider that the chief executive of Newton could go eight years in 
double-digit inflation without a raise in salary.”

Ald. Robert Tennant said he “‘completely and totally disagreed with 
the report.” Tennant, a proponent of no pay for aldermen, said ‘“‘he 
could not i imagine anyone (the mayor) working for eight years without 
an increase.” 

: On aldermanic pay, Tennant said many of those alderman who 
testified in front of the citizens committee “exaggerated on amount of 
time and money they spent on the job.” 

“This job should be totally considered a civic duty,” said Tennant. 

Ald. Paul Coletti, who opted for no increase in either mayoral or 
aldermanic salaries said he went through his own expenses and “could 
inno way bury $1,800 in expenses.”” 

“The $400 is not justified,” Coletti said. ‘My expenses (estimated at 
$1,200) still don’t surpass my stipend. I just can’t see where they would 
require any additional monies.” 

“If they believe they should be compensated for a service then we 
should be discussing the raise in a different context,” he added. 

Coletti, who said the mayor himself diserves a raise, voted against a 
pay hike because of the over $110,000 in salaries earned by Mayor 
Theodore Mann’s ‘‘support staff.”’ 

The executive office currently operates with five assistants to the 
mayor including two secretaries. 

Aldermen voting for the salary increases include: Richmond, Budge 
and Bauckman.

Plan to preserve the taste of fresh sweet cherries all year

The season for many fresh 
fruits is relatively short.'For ex- 
ample, the supply of Northwest 
fresh sweet cherries is nearing an 
end. You can continue that special 
taste of a favored fruit by freezing 
or drying them to use during the 
fall and winter. 
Freezing cherries whole with 
stems is quite easy. Have 
moisture-proof containers’ with 


lids or plastic freezer bags at the 
ready when you begin. Work with 
a small amount of cherries to 
allow for quick handling and pre- 
mpt freezing. Wash cherries in ice 
water and drain. Spread eherries 
with stems on a cookfe sheet and 
freeze until firm. Pack into con- 
tainers, cover, label and return to 
freezer. Use as garnishes or 
frozen snacks. 

Meanwhile, a frozen sweet 
cherry topping may be used over 


hot breads, as a filling for pastries 
or turnovers or topping for ice 
cream or custard. Dried sweet 
cherries make healthful snacks 
for the family. 
FROZEN SWEET 
CHERRY TOPPING 


4 cups prepared,Northwest 
fresh sweet cherries 
4 cups sugar 
1+s4cup lemon juice 
lcup water 


1 package (1 3+s4ounce) 
powdered fruit pectin 


Wash, stem, pit and halve cher- 
ries; measure 4 cups. Mix in 
sugar and lemon juice. Let stand 
30 minutes, stir occasionally. 
Combine water. and pectin; ‘bring 
to boil and boil hard 1 minute. 
Pour over cherry mixture; stir 
about 3 minutes. Pour into clean 
containers; cove r with tight- 
fitting lids. Let stand at room 


temperature until cool. ‘Freeze. 
This kitchen-tested recipe makes

Garlic salt or powder is no 
substitute for the ‘‘real thing.”’ If

Screw 
on the lid and store the garlic in 
the refrigerator. Use as needed. 
One teaspoon is the equivalent of 
one medium clove; 4 calories.

courageous. Many are, of course, 
but some are not.

Mash, peel, then mince the garlic 
and spread it on an aluminum pan 
or sheet of foil.

(or margarine). Spread the mix- 
ture over 1 pound of fish steaks or 
fillets before broiling. Makes four 
sevings, under 120 calories each 
(with flounder, sole or cod).

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The custodian and the proposition

NEWTON - After nine and one half years as a 
muncipal employee, Louis DiClemente 
believes he is being shortchanged. 

DiClemente, a victim of Proposition 2%, 
was let go effective June 30, 1981 when the city 
eliminated two City Hall custodial positions. 

Subsequently, he was immediately hired by 
the school department as a custodian, but 
without the benefits and the salary ke had 
earned working for the city over the past 
decade. ¥ iu 

According to Thomas O'Conner, an assis- 
tant to School Personnel Director Helen 
Thomas, DiClemente will also have to take the 
civil service exam because he ‘didn’t geome 
off the list we normally hire from." Until this 
time, DiClemente,, 39, will remain a ‘‘provi- 
sional’’ employee without union benefits. 

“When I went to work for the new depart- 
ment, I was told I was just like a new 
employee off the street,’’ said DiClemente, a 
life-long Newton resident who in part supports 
his widowed mother. “I can’t live on this kind 
of money.”’ 

According to DiClemente, he was earning 
$296 a week plus night differential as a city 
employee. Working for the school department, 
his pay has been slashed almost $100 a week. 

As a result, DiClemente, who has filed a 
grievance with the city of Newton, and Mur- 
doch Frazer, president of City Hall Associates 
Local 3092, have said they ‘‘will fight this in 
court if necessary.” 

Frazer contends the departments are no 
longer separate entities under Proposition 2%. 
A provision of the tax-cutting measure forced 
the School Department to forfeit its fiscal 
autonomy. 

“Scafidi’s name is on the bottom of each of 
those checks,’’ said Frazer. ‘‘As union presi- 
dent, I’m going to see that this situation is cor- 
rected now and in the future."’ 


However, Thomas P. O’Conner, an assistant 
to School Personnel Director Helen Thomas, 
contends otherwise. O’Conner, who did the hir- 
ing, insisted last week that the ‘Newton 
Public Schools is a separate entity from the 
City of Newton,‘‘ and that DiClemente ‘‘came 
to work for us under our conditions.”’ 

Neither Meisser or James Hickey, Mayor 
Theodore Mann’s chief executive officer, are 
clear on how the law applies in this instance. 

O'Conner noted it was a school department 
policy not to accept transfers from other city 
departments and that ‘‘he was not interested 
in whatever happened before DiClemente’s 


employment with the schools.” 

Yet the city’s policy, highlighted recently by 
the transfer of two employees from the school 
department, has been to accept transfers ac- 
cording to Meisser. 

The conditions, which has sparked 
DiClemente to file the grievance, include the 
loss of over 100 days of accrued sick leave; 
loss of three weeks vacation leave; the loss of 
seniority status; and the reduction in pay of 
close to'$100 a week. ' 

The grievance, filed July 7, asks for the 
restoration of the sick leave, vacation and 
seniority status and an adjustment in loss in 
pay retroactive July 1, 1981. The grievance, 
originally filed with the city, has since been 
handed over to Leon Kowal, the city’s labor 
lawyer, for advice on where it should be filed. 

According to Frazer, in a conversation he 
had with Personnel Director Edith Meisser, 
she said the grievance should be filed with the 
school department. Meisser, however, said 
she “‘did not want to discuss” the grievance 
with the press. 

“Dee made the decision that it’s a school 
department issue because they have a 
separate personnel department,” said Frazer. 

Meisser, in a brief interview last week said 
“as far as she knows” the schoo] department 
still has its own separate authority and pro- 
ceedings. ‘'I have no power to change that,” 
she continued. ‘‘He was offered a job and he 
accepted: 'He was terminated by the city, not 
transferred.” 

Under state law, Meisser pointed out that a 
person can be transfered if the appointing 
authority is willing to accept the person as a 
transfer. Apparently, the school department 
is not willing to accept DiClemente as a 
transfer. 

This difference in policy is a major bone of 
contention with Frazer, “It would be different 
if we haven’t accepted people fram the school 
department,” he said. 

Prior to the, school department. hiring, 
DiClemente was passed over for a custodial 
job with the Newton 'Free Library. The:two 
men hired for the posts, both of whom had 
previous experience with the city, retained 
their sick time, vacations and only received a 
small cut in pay. 

“I didn’t realize I would lose all this,” said 
DiClemente. ‘‘I would have fought the library 
more.” : : 

According to DiClemente, City Librarian 
Virginia Tashjian told him that the two men 
hired, neither of whom had DiClemente’s ex- 
perience, had “better references from City 
Hall.” One of the men, said DiClemente had no

‘She takes a breath then raises 
her hands and eyebrows, as her 
green eyes intensify. ‘Religious 
women took that very seriously.” 

A former secretary and pur- 
chasing agent, Sister Joanne 
entered the sisterhood at the age 
of 26. “I was never a religious 


Washington, D.C.’ Sister Joanne 
remembers not knowing exactly 
what she wanted to do as she 
entered religious life. ‘I knew 
that I did not want to become a 
nurse or teach.’” 

Instead’ she found her niche as 
a liaison between the nuns and the 
Catholic hierarchy. Traveling for 
almost 10 years to some 35 
religious communities throughout 
the United States and South 
America talking with nuns, 
“Always discerning their level of 
happiness, to find out whether or 
not they were happy, sad, fulfilled 
or whatever. Many are not.”” 

“Most of the time you feel the 
limits placed on you by the 
church. This was not previously 
experienced because of the role 
women played in the past. We car- 
ried out the mission that the men 
gave us to do and were happy do- 
ing that.’’ 

She points out in particular the

While some people oppose the 
idea of women as priests, using 
the argument that it is based in 
the scriptures, she responds flat- 
ly’ “I don’t buy that. It was a 
male-dominated culture then. 
There is nothing in the scripture 
that should deny a woman this op- 
portunity.”’ 

She notes with some hint of 
dismay that it will probably be a 
long time before women are ac- 
cepted into the priesthood. “I feel 
that in time it will happen, but it 
may be a long time.’’ Even more 
discouraging to her is the pro- 
bability that it will happen for the 
wrong reasons. “I think that it 
will be sad if it happens because 
there are not enough men.” 
Maybe that’s the only way it can 
happen.” 

Hanging on the wall of her 
small, decorative office rests a 


photograph, a hand-written letter 
from a little boy sending well- 
wishes to Sister Joanne is printed 
on large paper’ framed by Sister 
Joanne. They are part of the per- 
sonal touches she has added to 
her rectory office. 

She is settled here now’ though 
she shares a house with other 
sisters in the South End of 
Boston. Sister Joanne expects to 
stay in Newton for a long time. ‘‘I 
would hope to."” 

“T can go to about any of the 
shops in West Newton and see my 
friends. People are accepting me 
as part of the community. I’m 
beginning to know all the streets.

At this time of year the impulse 
to picnic is 

whether nearby on patio or roof- 
top, at irresistible’ the beach, or 
in the park during an open-air 
festival.

But not every food that can be 
enjoyed cold or at room 
temperature is suitable for pic- 
nics. Even when kept in a cooler ‘ 
the heat manages to penetrate 
eventually, On a warm day, rapid 
SPOUnge may cause food poison- 
ing. 

To avoid such an unhappy con- 
clusion to a summer excursion, 
St. Elizabeth's Hospital offers the 
following ‘‘picnic pointers.” 

Among the most susceptible 
foods are salads with mayonnaise 
dressings, dishes made with 
cream or milk and other dairy 
products like soft’ semisoft or 
fresh cheeses. 


Dr. Mark Rohrer, director, 
Emergency Medical Services at 
St. Elizabeth’s explains that foods 
which allow bacteria to multiply 
rapidly, such as creamy dishes’ 
are the ones which spoil quickly. 
Potato salad is a typical example.

Choreographer Nikki Hu 


WATERTOWN — “‘If I can’t 
find a studio to dance in’ I'll dance 
in the air’’ says Nikki Hu’ a 
Watertown choreographer who 
recently lost her dance studio, a 
loft in the Boston leather district, 
when it was turned into a con- 
dominium. 

Although one of Hu's aims is to 
“expand the form of modern 
dance,”’ she does not expect to 
master the art of flying. So she is 
renting studio space from friends 
until she finds a suitable new 
place of her own. 


Hu, born in mainland China, liv- 
ed in Taiwan until coming to the 
United States when she was 6. She 
returned with her family to visit 
China briefly in 1978. 


Hu’s ideas about expanding 
modern dance include using 
techniques adapted from tradi- 
tional Chinese theater. Chinese 
theater incorporates speaking, 
singing, movement, dancing, 
nime, and acrobatics. ‘‘The 
Chinese use it all — and that’s 
what I hope to do’”’ Hu says. 


In addition to exploring the 
form of modern dance, Hu hopes 
to expand its audience. “It's a 
challenge to try and find new 
ways to present modern dance in 
a favorable light,”’ she says. ‘‘The 
audience for modern dance is 
everyone — not just dancers and 
their friends and family. Too 


many people have the impression 
that modern dance is boring.” 

The dances Hu choreographs 
are certainly not boring. Dancers 
are often accompanied by such 
dramatic props as bells, paper 
airplanes, a full-sized swing’ or a 
plaster egg. And her dancers 
make great use of their hands 
andfaces, more commonly seen in 
Chinese theater than in American 
dance. 


One of her dances, ‘‘Pustefix,”’ 
begins ‘‘underwater,’’ with 
dancers lying down on the floor 
mimicking clams and shellfish. A 
frog dancer appears; she is a 
magician who begins conjuring 
with bubbles. Huge bubbles form, 
undulate, float, and break 
onstage, accompanying dancers, 
who move with them, ignore 
them, or break them. 


“Silver Wings,”’ a dance about 
airplanes’ gives a witty human 
version of helicopters, propellers, 
pilots in goggles, and passengers 
knitting. At the end of the dance, 
the dancers echo each others’ 
movements, reminding the au- 
dience of planes flying in forma- 
tion. 


The first two dancers in another 
Hu creation — ‘‘Finches’’ — move 
in jerky, bird-like motions. A 
third, much larger bird’ lumbers 
onstage ‘ and the birds warily 
dance around each other. The 
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Pan Theo 


birds are awkward, but the 
dancers are not — a paradox often 
found in Hu’s work. 

While Hu would rather spend all 
her time creating new dances’ she 
shares one common problem with 
all young’ creative artists — sur- 
viving. She must divide her time 
between the creative art of 
choreographing new works and 
the practical task of earning 
money. Like many artists, Hu 
finds that teaching is a way to 
earn a living while staying within 
her craft. Hu has taught at Lesley 
College, as well as in various 
public schools. 

One resource that made a big 
difference to Hu was the $3500 
Massachusetts Artists 
Fellowship that she won in 1979. 
The fellowship afforded some 
much-needed financial stability ‘ 
as well as public recognition ‘ and 
gave Hu time to create new work. 

These fellowships, funded en- 
tirely by the Mass. Council on the 
Arts and Humanities and ad- 
ministered by the Artists Founda- 
tion’ are awarded in 12 disciplines 
each year. In addition to

Hu's latest work combines 
fashion and dance. She calls the 
piece ‘‘Fashion Fantasies: A Per- 
formance by Nikki Hu’s Clothes.”” 
Her work is inventive ‘ 
sometimes surprising. She lives 
in the world of the imagination, 
creating delight, until the morn- 
ing newspaper arrives and she 
again takes up the hunt for a new 
— and affordable — studio.

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Druker project 
bites the dust

NEWTON — The Board of 
Aldermen this week rejected the 
$38 million plan to revitalize 
Newton Corner, which included 
the construction of five new 
buildings. 

The proposed development, 
which included 301 units of hous- 
ing, retail, commercial and 
business space at the Washington 
and Centre Street block, failed to 
gain the necessary two-thirds ma- 
jority (16 votes) of the 24 member 
legislative body. The final vote 
was 12-11 in favor of the develop- 
ment. 

As a result, the Boston based 
Druker company, which unveiled 
the comprehensive proposal to 
revitalize the eastern gateway to 
the city 18 months ago, will go 
ahead with plans to construct two 
four-story office buildings at a 
cost of $25 million. 

Ronald Druker, president of the 


Boston firm, said construction on 
the two office buildings should 
begin in six months. Under zoning 
laws, Druker can construct the of- 
fice buildings without the ap- 
proval of aldermen. 


The office building proposal 
calls for the razing of the four- 
story brick Gorin and Leeder 
building on Washington Street 
and several multi- story brick 
buildings across Centre Street on 
Nonantum Place. One of the office 
buildings will be constructed on 
the Gorin and Leeder site and the 
other will be constructed on the 
Post Office side. 


More than 100 neighborhood 
residents, including a score of 
tenants from the Gorin and 
Leeder building, jammed the 
aldermanic chamber at City Hall 
for the final debate on the pro- 
posal. 

The Druker proposal, which in- 
cluded an eight-story office 
building, a nine-story apartment 


building and an 1l-story apart- 
ment building, was one of the 
largest proposed developments in 
the city’s history. 

Opponents of the project argued 
that the plan was too large and 
would overshadow and destroy 
the residential neighborhood. 

Land Use Committee Chairman 
Terry Morris, who termed the 
Druker proposal ‘‘unacceptable,”’ 
said the plan was far ‘‘too dense’”’ 
to consider. Morris, who lobbied 
strongly against the develop- 
ment, stressed that aldermen 
have ‘‘consistently’’ rejected 
“highly urbanized’’ developments 
that would destroy the residential 
and village characteristics of 
Newton. 

He explained: ‘‘We have spent 
years building up standards and 
we are asked now to run contrary 
to those standards because of the 
proposal before us.” 

Bruce Carmichael, an

Developer will go ahead 
with two office buildings 


NEWTON — A disappointed 
and disheartened Ronald Druker 
watched his vision for a revitaliz- 
ed Newton Corner die Monday 
night. 

Druker, president of the Boston 
development firm that unveiled a 
proposal to revitalize the area 
more than a year ago, looked on 
as aldermen rejected his com- 
prehensive plan to bring new life 
to one of the most run down areas 
in the city. 

After the vote, Druker, dressed 
immaculately in a blue suit, stood 
outside the crowded chamber and 
discussed the vote by aldermen. 

Surrounded by reporters, 
Druker shrugged off the defeat of 


the $38 million plan and confirmed 
that his firm will construct two- 
four story office buildings at the 
Washington and Centre Street 
block. 

“Your representatives have 
spoken,” he said, ‘We'll now 
build the best office buildings we 
can in the tradition of the Druker 
company.’’ Druker promised 
local residents, ‘‘a first class pro- 
ject.” 

“In my opinion, Newton Corner 
is the loser,” he said. ‘‘We’ll build 
four-story office buildings. It 
would have been better with a 
mixed residential development 
that provided much needed hous- 
ing and life for Newton Corner.” 


“The community made a deci- 
sion and aldermen did as well, 
and that decision was they prefer- 
red not to see housing there,’’ he 
said. 

Despite the setback, Druker, 
who had worked on the plan and 
attended countless neighborhood 
and city meetings for 18 months, 
was cordial and joked with 
reporters. 


It was clear, however, that 
Druker was dejected by the 
board’s decision. These have 
been trying days for the real 
estate developer, especially with 
the death of his father, Bertram, 
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Condo ordinance back

NEWTON — Aldermen, using a 

parliamentary tactic, have 
delayed a final vote on a con- 
troversial condominium or- 
dinance until Thursday. 


The ordinance, which would 
protect renters from short-term 
notice condominium conversion 
and require developers to obtaina 
permit from the Board of 
Aldermen for the conversion of 
rental units to condominums, has 
been called illegal by City 
Solicitor Daniel Funk. 

Citing the potential liabilities 
the city could endure as a result of 
such an ordinance, Alderman 





Joseph DePasquale moved to 
“charter’’ the item Monday much 
to the chagrin of more than 200 
tenants of the Chestnut Hill 
Gardens complex. 

Under the ‘“‘charter’’ provision, 
any alderman may cancel debate 
and delay a vote until the next 
meeting of the full board. 
However, Alderman Ethel 
Sheehan did some quick lobbying 
at City Hall and garnered enough 
support (seven votes) to call for a 
“special meeting’’ on Thursday. 

Residents of the twin-tower 
complex, many of whom sat 
through a two-hour debate on a

leverage against the con- 
dominium conversion of the 
Chestnut Hill complex. 

Funk contends that the passage 
of the ordinance without enabling 
legislation from state lawmakers 
would violate the State Constitu- 
tion’s Home Rule Amendment.

Pay raise on hold

NEWTON — Some aldermen are 
apparently unwilling to scrap a 
mayoral pay raise without a fight. 

After the board voted down a 
substitution which would have en- 
titled the mayor to a pay increase 
of more than $10,000 over a four- 
year period, Alderman Donald 
Budge used a parliamentary tac- 
tic to delay final vote on the item. 

A substitution of committee 
reports, which would have allow- 
ed aldermen to vote on the recom- 
mendation of the Finance Com- 
mittee, called for a yearly 6% per- 
cent step-raise for the office of 
mayor. 

The raise, which would bring 
the mayor's salary to $48,240 by 


Jan. 1, 1985, was suggested by 
Finance Chairman Edward Rich- 
mond as ‘‘a cost-of-living in- 
crease.” 

A citizens committee selected 
to study mayoral and aldermanic 
pay voted 4 to 2 not to raise the 
mayor’s salary but because the 
seven-member committee did not 
get a five-member vote on the 
prevailing side, it chose not to 
voice a recommendation. 

Under the ‘‘charter"’ procedure, 
which Budge used, any alderman 
is allowed to delay vote on an item 
until the following meeting of the 
full board. Unless a_ special 
meeting is called before the next 
regular meeting, pay raises for 
the office of mayor and aldermen 
will come under final scrutiny on 
Sept. 8. 


Park Laners still 
perplexed by street

NEWTON CENTRE — Whether

Levin mistakenly thought she 
would be running in the 4x100 
relay, not the 400 and agreed to 
run the race. As a former 
sprinter, Levin thought the 100 
would be easy. However she ad- 
mits being nervous when she 
l8earned that it was the 400. ‘‘The 
400 is a much longer race. It's 
technique, pacing yourself and 
kicking at the end.” 

While her fellow basketball 
players relaxed on the beach, 
Levin was preparing for the race.

NEWTON -- Congressman 
Barney Frank(D-Mass.-) is 
unhappy with President Reagan's 
tax bill. 


In an address to 25 members of 
the Newton Kiwanis last week, 
Frank pointed out that though he 
agrees with some of Reagan's ap- 
proaches, ‘‘the bill cuts the wrong 
things’” and that the administra- 
tion has ‘‘a bad set of priorities.”’ 


In his speech, Frank stressed 
that the fight between the 
Democrats and the Republicans 
for their respective tax proposals 
became a ‘‘contest" to see who 
was in charge. 


For many members of the 
legislature’ the priority was 
beating the opponent rather than 
formulating an appropriate tax 
bill’ according to Frank, Quoting 
Vince Lombardi, Frank said, 
‘‘Winning became the only thing.” 
He further commented that some 
legislators who challenged the 
proposals d8id not have their own 
versions of a tax bill. 


every facet of the economy’ and 
that tax breaks were given to the 
oil companies. 

“It really doesn’t make any 
sense,"’ he said’ pointing to cuts 
in student loans and low interest 
homeowners loans as examples. 


“It's crazy to throw that money 
away to the oil companies,” 
Frank contended that ‘‘No one 
supported the billions of dollars in 
tax breaks for the oil companies. 
It was only in there because it 
was a competition.” 

Frank joked with members that 
if the United States had settled on 
the moon, ‘The man on the moon 
would recieve a tax break for 
titleship.”’ 

Pointing to anti-trust changes’ 
Frank said he favors tax incen- 
tives for high technology in- 
dustries. “Give high technology a 
base to compete with the 
Japanese’’’ Frank stressed, 
noting the Japanese dominance in 
some areas, ‘‘Don’t put American 
businesses at a disad- 
vantage...Don't dismantle 
1.B.M.” 


DeNucci to discuss 
long-term care 


NEWTON — Rep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci (D-Newton-Waltham), 
House Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Human Services and Elder- 
ly Affairs has called a special 
meeting at the State House on 
Monday, Aug. 17 to discuss pro- 
blems in long-term care for pa- 
tients. 

The meeting will bring together 
legislators, nursing home 
operators, senior citizens, direc- 
tors of services for hospitals, 
home care representatives, ad- 
vocates, and representatives of 
the Department of Elder Affairs, 
Mental Health’ Public Welfare, as 
well as the Rate Setting Commis- 
sion. The new Secretary of 
Human Services, William T. 
Hogan’ is also expected to attend. 

DeNucci stated, ‘‘The 
availability of quality long-term 
care is beconing an increasingly 
difficult situation for people 
desperately in need of such care. 
There are many social planners 
who believe the demand for nurs- 
ing homes is greater than the ac- 
tual need. 

“This philosophy that in part 
reflects the legitimate ‘ need for 
cost containment, has had an 
adverse impact on the Deter- 
mination of Need process and has 
resulted in a decreased number of 
new nursing homes being con- 
structed,” said DeNucci. 

DeNucci added, ‘‘Nursing home 
operators are reluctant to take in 
Medicaid patients because they 
feel the Rate Setting Commission 
is not granting reimbursements 
in line with real expenses’ nor are 
increases in rates being granted 
ina timely fashion. 

DeNucci points out that, 
“Medicaid is the largest single 
item in the entire state budget 
next to local aid to cities and 
towns. Our annual Medicaid ex- 
Penditure exceeds $1 billion, of 
which approximately 45 percent

is for nursing homes. 

“Additionally,’’ DeNucci 
remarked, ‘‘alternatives to long- 
term care are not being utilized to 
their full capacity, especially the 
use of home care, which allows 
elders to stay at home and avoid 
institutionalization. 

“We must develop a systematic 
approach for identifying options 
such as home care in order to help 
persons receive necessary care. 
Tf we do not increase the number 
of nursing home beds that are 
available’ maximize our options, 
and encourage the placement of 
Medicaid recipients, the result 
will be that many in need will fall 
between the cracks and receive 
no assistance,’’ DeNucci said. 

The Newton lawmaker noted 
that the , increasing economic 
crunch on families has created a 
significant change in the social 
structure that forces both a hus- 
band and wife to work and pro- 
duce an adequate income. A 
result of this change is that many 
elderly are being placed in nurs- 
ing homes, At the same time, in- 
flation is taking a heavy toll on 
fixed income of elders living alone 
and making it more difficult for 
them to survive. 

“If nursing homes were able to 
handle those with specific needs, 
and if alternatives were more 
readily available for families or 
older citizens living alone, the 
crisis would be alleviated,” 
DeNucci said. 

“We must act now and look to 
the future and try to determine 
how we can provide the range and 
quality of services necessary to 
assure all senior citizens the op- 
portunity to avoid institutionaliza- 
tion, At the same time, we must 
provide quality facilities for those 
who need long-term care, or for 
those unable to make a reasoned 
decision,’’ concluded Rep. 
DeNucci.

Frank was cri8tical of those 
legislators who opposed Reagan’s 
plans, but incorrectly assumed 
that they could beat the president. 


“They acted as though they were 
going to win.” Frank says they 
wrong . ‘The second vote on the 
budget was harder for Reagan to 
win. If he could get them to vote 
yeas on that, then he'ld succeed 
with the tax bill.”" 


Another member asked the con- 
#ressman his opinion on the ma- 


ld i ve A 


tor’ he stressed that, ‘‘You can't 
look at one cause. Inflation has 
many causes in a complex socie- 
ty. Anyone who reads one par- 
ticular book and decides there is a 
particular cause for inflation is 
probably wrong.” 

Frank said he is concerned that 
many young families are unable 
to purchase home because of the’ 
high interest rates, but does not 
see the rates lowering significatly 
in the future. ‘Some couples have 
even post-poned having 
children.” 

He also briefly mentioned the 
Section 312 rehabil-itation loan 
fund, which was recently 
eliminated. ‘Many Newton and 
Waltham residents use that pro- 
gram."’ The fund provided low; 
moderate income families with 
low interest loans to repair their 
homes, including some energy 
saving additions, ‘‘ ‘‘Let vi8ctory 
overtake economic reality,’ was 
the attitude of many of those who 
fought for the tax bill, according 
to Frank.

What really 
counts for Watt? 


Secretary of the Interior James Watt 
was quite right when he told a congres- 
sional committee that ‘‘my religious 
freedom is guaranteed under the First 
Amendment to the Constitution. I don’t 
think that needs to be an issue before this 
committee.” 

The trouble is that Secretary Watt 
himself first raised the issue of his 
religion in reference to his advocation of 
Interior Department policies. 
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Earlier this year 
Watt was question- 
ed by members of 
the House Interior 
Committee about 
the importance of 
preserving natural 
resources for future 
generations. ‘‘I do 
not know how many 
future’ generations 
we can count on 
before the Lord 
returns,’’ Watt said.

Watt is a fundamentalist Christian. 
They sometimes interpret much of the Bi- 
ble very literally. A group in the Southwest 
recently prepared for the “‘rapture,’’ a 
form of the ‘‘second coming” in which the 
purified are to be swept up to God. Quite 
within their rights they sold properties 
and made other preparations. 

But there should definitely be concerns 
if people with such rigid beliefs are in con- 
trol of extensive policies affecting the 
public welfare. Should a staunch member 
of a faith which considers blood transfu- 
sions a major sin be put in charge of blood 
banks? The recent flap over ‘‘crea- 
tionism”’ raised the question as to whether 
a public school teacher with that religious 
belief could effectively teach even the 
rudiments of the theory of evolution. 

Doctors and nurses who devoutly 
believe that abortion is murder should not 
be required to assist in such procedures. 
There might be concerns about members 
of religions that consider non-whites and 
women as inferiors in some voting rights 
enforcement positions. 

Of course individuals must and should 
act in accordance with their religious 
beliefs and the requirements of their 
faiths or denominations. That’s one thing 
religion is all about. But great care should 
be taken to insure that those individual 
religious tenets do not become necessarily 
a standard of public policy. That’s one 
reason that First Amendment guarantee 
was written. 

Secretary Watt has been extensively 
criticized for his support of strip mining, 
grazing of privately owned cattle on public 
lands and casting off some National 
Parks, as well as for his scoffing at con- 
cerns about endangered species and the 
need for wilderness areas. Perhaps his 
points of view have been established 
because of the state of the economy or 
because he is really trying to establish a 
“‘balance”’ between public and private in- 
terests as he insists. 

But if he is disdainful of preserving 
natural resources for future generations 
because he sees the ‘‘second coming”’ on 
the immediate horizon then his religious 
beliefs do become a matter of public con- 
cern.

A memorial to Vietnam

Newton—Independence Park in South Boston 
rests on top of a hill, over-looking South Boston 
Army Shipyard. It is quiet there on a weekday 
morning, aside from the sounds of distant traffic 
and the planes overhead. 


Harry Carroll usually sits in his old, blue 
Chevy, fondly watching a sight at the center of 
the park. It represents years of work, a dream 
come true, one that some said could never be ac- 
complished. 


Soon it will be a beautifully developed 
memorial to the young men from South Boston 
who lost their lives in the Vietnam War. In addi- 
tion, the sight will be a ‘‘Welcome Home” to 
those who returned safely. 

For several years’ Carroll, who served in the 
army from 1967 to 1969, had a dream, a wish that 
there could be something he could do in memory 
of the friends and school chums-he lost in Viet- 
nam. Although South Boston had the highest 
casualty rate in the state, and the fifth highest in 
the country, there was nothing in South Boston to 
honor the young men. 


Compounding Carroll’s frustration was the 
fact that those who did return never received a 
welcome. Instead, he and others were greeted 
with criticism, and even hostility. ‘So I think it’s

Whenever technology races ahead of our abili- 
ty to comprehend its impact, a mistaken notion 
develops: it is the technology, or hardware, that 
is the driving force behind societal change. If 
this were truly the case, however, the evolution 
of technology would continually surge ahead; 
our lives would be altered and the technological- 
ly fittest (most advanced) would prevail. In the 
excitement over 90-channel cable TV, the belief 
in the preeminience of technological forces over 
societal forces translates into a mistaken belief 
that the cable will determine what is transmit- 
ted. 

Unfortunately, it is not that simple. The 
technological imperative is not a law of nature. 
Society determines the course technology 
follows, not the other way around. 

Computers, for example, have been a growth 
technology for 30 years. Because computers free 
employees of boring repetitive tasks such as 
keeping track of inventories and issuing 
paychecks, there is a genuine need for them in 
business and their use thrives. Today, we are 


unique in that it is both a living and a dead 
memorial.” 

In November of 1978, Carroll and his cousin 
and personal friend Tom Lyons’ sat on the porch 
of his home in South Boston. Lyons recently had 
amass to honor his friends who had died in Viet- 
nam. 

Shortly thereafter, the pair began a savings 
account with a $5 deposit. With the help of the en- 
tire South Boston Ccommunity, $21,000 was rais- 
ed in three months to build a long awaited 
memorial. 

When a Newton resident learned of their ef- 
forts, he sent Lyons and Carroll a letter saying 
that his son had returned safely from Vietnam, 
and was glad. Enclosed was a cheeck for $500 
towards the fund. They eventually raised 
$28,000, while Boston, with the help of Frank 
Clark, the chief engineer, and John Fatigliano, 
parks commissioner, put $52,000 into the $80,000 
project. 


Now, Lyons and Carroll are patiently awaiting 
the arrival of stone which Carroll helped 
design.The concave stone of the finest black dia- 
mond granite measures four feet high, eight feet 
long and has an eight foot radius. On the front, a 
list of 25 names of the young men who died is 
engraved with inverted M16 rifles, topped by 
helmets on either side of the names. 

A welcome to those who returned is engraved

asked to shell out a thousand dollars or more for 
a personal, or home, computer. Why? To spend 
all our waking hours typing in recipes?

In the past, television prospered by serving 
the mass audience. That is not to say that pro- 
gramming successes like ‘‘Roots’’ and 
“Shogun” and the ‘‘Who Shot J.R.”’ episode of 
“Dallas” will not be repeated in the future. In 
general, though, they will be oddities compared 
to ‘‘The Show of Shows”’ with Sid Caesar, which 
captured such a large Saturday night audience 
that motion picture operators fought against 
showing it on Saturday night. 

To be successful, commercial television must 
serve the individuals in its community. It must 
understand and meet very different needs. The 
elderly in the neighborhoods, the university 
students, and young professionals all have dif- 
ferent requirements for information and enter- 
tainment. The communities of South Boston and 
the South End may be worlds apart, but you are 
sure to find Celtics’ fans in both neighborhoods.

In mid September, the army band, marine 
band from South Carolina and color guards from 
all five services will come to South Boston to 
dedicate the memorial. At the Capitol in 
Washington D.C., the American flag will be rais- 
ed then lowered to half-staff in honor of those 
who died. 

No politicians will be allowed to speak, but the 
mother of a son who is still considered missing 
in action, as well as a few prisoners of war will 
address the spectators. 

As servicemen salute fellow servicemen who 
died’with full taps, Carroll will remember his 
friends who are no longer with him. Lyons will 
remember the five young men who played foot- 
ball with him at South Boston High School. 
Others, too, hopefully will watch and remember 
the words written on the stone,” If you forget my 
death, then I have died in vain.”

WASHINGTON (NEA) — The newest political- 
ly prominent ‘‘odd couple’’ appears to be Israeli 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin and the Rev. 
Jerry Falwell of the Moral Majority. 

Falwell is an ardent supporter of Israel for 
reasons contained in the Bible. Begin realizes 
the political clout of the conservative minister 
and has been courting him assiduously. 

The prime minister visited with Falwell on his 
most recent trip to this country. And when the 
Israeli air force destroyed the Iraqi nuclear 
reactor, Begin called Falwell at his home in 
rural Virginia to explain why the attack had been 
necessary and to ask for his public support. 

In fact, say aides to Falwell, Begin called the 
fundamentalist preacher even before he called 
leaders of this country’s Jewish community. 


Now their friendship may have an impact on 
domestic politics. Capitol Hill sources say that 
Begin has been urging Falwell not to oppose the 
re-election of Sen. Edward Kennedy in 1982. 
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Begin presumably made the request because the 
Massachusetts Democrat has been one of the 
Senate’s strongest supporters of Israel. 

So far no opponent to Kennedy has emerged.

A cure for weeds? 


To the Editor: 

Against my better judgment I 
have become a ‘“‘farm-gardener”’ 
in two places this summer. 

In good faith I sowed the seed, 
transplanted the seedlings and 
kept things damp or dry ac- 
cording to instructions. I even 
mulched the asparagus and 
tomatoes and hilled the potatoes.

They are: 


—The candidates now running 
for mayor had no assurance of 
any pay raise and were willing to 
run on the basis of the current 
salary. 


—At some point, but not under 
present circumstances, a suitable 
pay increase might be in order for 
this important job. 


—Under current conditions’ it 
would be opportune for the 
mayoral candidates to pledge to 
lake at least a token 2 % percent 
reduction in pay for the next two 
years, 


—If the present Board of 
Aldermen votes a mayoral raise, 
it should be small and not take ef- 
fect for at least the first year of 
the coming term. 


—Another citizens’ committee 
Should be appointed to re- 
éxamine the question of a pay 
raise for the mayor. The commit- 
tee should develop criteria for 
determining whether to raise or 
not and how much. 


The committee might also con- 
Sider making an increase con- 
lingent on the mayor’s financial 
performance. This incentive 
Would reward overall cost and tax 
Savings, but would not reward 
Neglect of things. 


The committee recommenda- 
tions should be subject to an ad- 
visory referendum in the fall of 
1983. If a raise is approved by the 
voters, it would then be ap- 
propriate for the Board of 
Aldermen to vote for an increase 
taking effect in 1986. 


My recommendation is to main- 
tain the present pay level of 
aldermen for the next term sub- 
ject to the following considera- 
tions: 


—A raise, if any’ could take ef- 
fect in the second’ rather than the 
first year of the forthcoming two- 
year term, or even in the suc- 
ceeding term. 


Such alternatives would 
acknowledge at least a token par- 
ticipation in accommodating the 
cuts in city expenses including 
some job eliminations caused by 
Proposition 2 %. 


—A change in compensation, if 
any, should be small, since it is 
the viewpoint of may that alder- 
manic compensation is partly to 
cover expenses and partly a 
“thank you” for otherwise unpaid 
volunteer service. 


There is little pretext of ade- 
quately paying for the job done. 


Therefore ‘ neither a cut nor a 
raise should depend on such 
elements, but’ rather on the 
amount of tangible thanks 
wanted. By most reports, ex- 
penses are already much more 
than covered. 


—Consider at least an advisory 
referendum before enacting a

In addition, if aldermen grant a 
tenant “hardship status,"”’ the 
renter would be given an addi- 
tional three years occupancy. . 

The Legislation and Rules Com- 
mittee, of which Sheehan is chair- 
man, recently failed to endorse 
the proposed ordinance by way of 
a3to3 vote. 

Sheehan, who told aldermen 
that the ordinance was not geared 
to one special interest group, said 
the ‘‘goal of the petition is to pro- 
tect the rights of Newton 
citizens.”

However, representatives from 
CHR General, the firm coverting 
the buildings, claim their 
revamped marketing plan offers 
tenants more than the proposed 
ordinance. 

“I think our program offers 
more benefits to more of the peo- 
ple than the benefits offered by 
the board,"”’ said Peter Shapiro, 
vice-president of the Connecticut 
Bank and Trust (CHR General is 
a subsidiary of the bank). “It ad- 
dresses purchasers, relocaters 
and individuals with hardships.”” 

Shapiro has maintained that he 
needs another month to allow the 
bank's program to unfold. If the 
ordinance is passed, he has said 
the “economics of the situation 
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would change’ and the bank 
would consider revising its cur- 
rent program. 

“T hope that we don't have to 


develop a new program that 
would track the ordinance,” add- 
ed Shapiro. 

According to Wes Finch of 


Roberts/Finch Associates, the 
marketing firm selling the con- 
dominiums, approximately 85 
tenants have taken advantage of 
incentives offered to them and 
have agreed to purchase their

last week, The elder Druker head 
ed the family firm that has 
developed millions of dollars of 
property in the Boston area. 

In addition, Druker may have 
problems with the proposed office 
building development down the 
line. A local resident claims that 
Druker cannot construct a park- 
ing garage for the office buildings 
under city zoning laws and is con- 
sidering taking his case to the 
courts. Druker simply called the 
charge “unfounded.” 

Druker said his firm will not 
lose money despite the manpower 
and dollars spent to promote the 
Newton Corner plan. However, 
the economic rewards for the 
Druker Company would have 
been greater if aldermen gave the 
plan the green light. 

“T haven't lost any money,’ 
Druker explained, ‘It is a unique 
position for a developer to be in 
because we really couldn't lose 
because we are a diversified 
development company. We have 
the capacity of developing houses 
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units at 20 percent off the market 
price. Another 15 residents have 
agreed to the terms of a reloca- 
tion program which allows them 
to recoup upwards to $12,000. 

Shapiro also said he has met 
with approximately 50 tenants 
who are hoping to be declared of 
“‘hardship’’ status. These 
residents will be allowed to retain 
their rental units for either 3- 
year, 5-year or lifetime periods in 
addition to their current leases 
which run from 1 to 4 years.

as wellas apartments.”’ 

“The fact that aldermen have 
voted against the residential pro- 
posal in no way dampens our pro- 
posal for Newton Corner as an of- 
fice location,’ he continued. ‘If 
that is what the people of Newton 
wanted through their aldermen, 
that is what they will get.” 

Despite the continuing cry that 
the project was “too dense’’ for 
the site, Druker emphasized, ‘‘In 
our urban design sense, it was an 
appropriate scale for Newton." 

Druker said his firm has 
already begun work on the plans, 
which he noted must be ‘‘refin- 
ed,”’ for the $25 million dual office 
building proposal. He said con- 
struction should begin in six mon- 
ths and be completed 18 months 
later.

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Breaking and entering charge 


NEWTON A Newton man is facing a 
charge of breaking and entering and larceny 
after an alert patrolman stopped him for ques- 
tioning Thursday afternoon, police said. 

Officer Edward Pendergast was on routine 
patrol when he saw a burglary suspect enter 
the Ski Chalet at the corner of Centre Street 
and Commonwealth Avenue shortly after 
noon.

O’Donnell and patrolman George Chap- 
pelle were able to subdue and handcuff the 
suspect, assisted by Sergeant John J. Ken- 
nedy, Pendergast and patrolman James Car- 
son. 

In the bag were jewels with the name of a 
Janet Road resident on them, police alleged. A 
check with the residents revealed a break-in 
had occured a short time earlier. The suspect 
was charged with breaking and entering in the 
daytime and larceny of belongings valued at 
more than $100, police said. 

Police arrested two Boston men Saturday 
night inside an Otis Street home and charged 
them with breaking and entering and larceny. 

Police found stolen goods traced to another 
Newton housebreak in a nearby car believed 
to belong to the suspects, according to a police 
spokesman. 

Police said that one of the suspects faces ad- 
ditional charges stemming from the Otis 
Street break-in. Those charges are unlawful 
possession of weapons and possession of 
burglarious tools. The suspects were to be ar- 
raigned in Newton District Court on Monday.

Rudy Valle turns 80 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — Rudy Vallee, 
celebrating his 80th birthday recently in his 
shocking pink palazzo atop the Santa Monica 
Mountains, is still determined to make a ma- 
jor comeback. 

Robust, pink-cheeked and with a full head of 
brown hair (not showing a speck of gray), 
Vallee remains an iconoclast railing against 
the vicissitudes of the 1980s and the in- 
comprehensible lack of appreciation for his 
talents. 

His home, which he bought 40 years ago, is 
a repository for thousands of bits and pieces of 
memorabilia, a veritable Louvre de Vallee. In- 
deed, his long, shaded driveway is marked by 
a sign reading Rue de Vallee. 

He lives in a museum, a gallery, a 
warehouse of Valleeana. The two-story struc- 
ture beneath his tennis court includes a small 
nightclub and storage areas for his enormous 


‘hoard of items from the past. 


Rudy and his beautiful redhaired wife, Ellie, 
cannot turn in any direction without seeing 
some memento of Rudy’s past glory. 

Much as he savors his accomplishments, 
Rudy does not live in the past. 

He devotes much of his time to making a 
comeback with his one-man show, a 90-minute 
collection of slides, tapes, songs and jokes 
which he performs almost at the drop of a hat. 

Rudy is also writing an addendum to his 
third book, ‘‘Let The Chips Fall,” originally 
published in 1975. His first two tomes were 
“Vagabond Dreams Come True,’’ 1929, and 
“My Time Is Your Time," 1962. 

The latter titles were, of course, symbolic of 
Rudy, the wavy-haired, nasal-voiced, 
megaphone crooner who billed himself as the 
Vagabond Lover and whose theme song was 
“‘My Time Is Your Time.”’ 

He likes to reminisce about the glory days of 
the late 1920s and 1930s when Rudy Vallee was 
the hottest property in show business, a 
veritable combination of the Beatles, Presley 
and Sinatra. 

“I paved the way for all of them,’’ Rudy 
said, enjoying a noonday bow! of soup on one 
of the many terraces of his home.

It's a magical story, magically 
portrayed. It has all the stuff of 
legend, because it is a legend; 
and it must be mystical and 
béautiful and whimsical and bit- 
tersweet, or it will lose its power 
of enchantment. 

“Camelot’’ comes to the Met 
Center with Richard Harris as 
King Arthur and Meg Bussert as 
his queen. 

The legend lives, and the au- 
dience is enchanted. 

With songs that have been 
memorable for 20 years, the 
musical ‘‘Camelot”’ elf is 
almost a legend. It is inextricably 
linked with the presidency of John 
F. Kennedy and serves as a sym- 
bol of fond rememberance for 
“other times.”” 

It is a perfect symbol, since the 
story of King Arthur is one center- 
ing on the creation of laws stress- 
ing the importance of life; a story 
of new departures from old ways. 
In ‘‘Camelot” it’s more important 
to be right than have might. 

All of these things are brought 
lovingly back to life in the current 
“Camelot” revival with Harris as 
the satisfyingly dominant 
presence. 

Arthur begins the story as a boy 
made king, relying heavily on his 
mentor and teacher, Merlin. He

A parable 


A parable is defined as ‘‘as sim- 
ple story told to illustrate a moral 
truth,”’ and the ‘‘The Fan- 
tasticks’’ is described as “a 
parable.”’

‘ This simple story, lightly 
played, is the current offering of 
the Newton Country Players at 
the Newton Highlands Congrega- 
tional Church. It holds the title of 
longest running musical in the 
world; and while the reasons 
might escape you’ that does not 
mean it is not perfect summer 
fare.

' One of the endless variations of 
the Romeo and Juliet theme’ 
“The Fantasticks’’ presents you 
with ‘‘The Girl,’ played by 
Esther Schreier, and ‘‘The Boy,"’ 
played by Daniel Goldstone, as 
the young lovers overcoming 
obstacles to reach togetherness. 


The twist here is that their 
respective parents aren’t really 
opposed to the union; rather, they 
are pretending to be because—as 
‘we all know—children always 
Want to do whatever their parents 
DON’t want them to do. 

And since the path to true love 
is never smooth, the young pair 
must go through various trials 
and tribulations before deciding 


shoulders the mantle of kingship, 
with Guenevere at his side, pro- 
gressing from the youthful depen- 
dent to the man of tragic and 
heroic stature compelled to watch 
his dream succumb. 

The dramatic conflicts are 
momentous for a musical that is 
so lovely and engaging. Lancelot, 
who worships Arthur but loves 
Guenevere all the same; Mor- 
dred, the evil, ill-conceived son 
co-opting the virtuous knights of 
the roundtable, trapping Lancelot 
and Guenevere and ruining the 


kingdom. Arthur suffering in 
silence. 
Harris, who so obviously 


relishes the role, carries it all off 
perfectly. He is capable of deftly 
alternating between the gaiety 
needed for a musical and the 
growing pathos of Arthur. 


He is one minute a boy; the next 
tragic king. He rivets and 
dominates throughout, and is on 
stage for virtually the entire 
three-hour performance. 

Singing is not his forte, and 
“Camelot” was never structured 
with Arthur as the character car- 
rying the main burden of song. 
Meg Bussert as Guenevere and 
Richard Muenz as Lancelot quite 
easily present the most 
memorable songs in the show, 
Lancelot's ‘‘C’est Moi’? and “If 
Ever I Would Leave You,’’ and 





Guenevere’s ‘‘The Simple Joys of 
Maidenhood"’ and ‘I Loved You 
Once in Silence.” 

Bussert, with a lyrical voice, 
makes a winsome Guenevere. 

Muenz, selects, much to the 
delight of the audience, a postur- 
ing interpretation of ‘‘C’est Moi,” 
a paen of self-praise. 

The medieval splendor and 
murkiness of the sets is un- 
paralleled. 

On one hand, they evoke the 
regal settings associated with a 
king; while on the other, the 
choice of dark, baroquely mixed 
colors, serves to actually make it 
seem as though the stage is a win- 
dow to the past. 

The production is also enliven- 
ed by Barry Ingham as the dotty 
King Pellinore, an old friend of 
Arthur’s in residence at the castle 
on a breather from his eternal 
search for ‘‘the questing beast."’ 

Pellinore provides one of the 
most charming moments in 
“Camelot”? when he enters with 
his shaggy dog and explains his 
presence in Camelot. As he rat- 
tles along, Arthur enters, so- 
meone shouts, ‘‘The King,’’ and 
the dog bows. 

The greatest problem with the 
production seems to be getting 
the sound under control. 

The ‘‘Camelot”’ stars chose not 
to wear body mikes, and when 
they sing while crossing the

they are, after all’ meant for each 
other. 

The Newton Country Players 
elect to stage the story as simply 
as its content dictates’ and 
therefore pull off a nice diversion. 

We are taken through the story 
of the young lovers by a narrator 
and series of engaging characters 
to its ultimate happy conclusion. 

The major characters all do 
their jobs well. 
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Schreier is demure as the young 
girl captivated by her suitor, 
played by Goldstone. The nar- 
rator, who doubles as the bandit 
E] Gallo, played by John Sullivan, 
has an easy presence as the nar- 
rator and a strong enough voice to 
carry his dashing counterpart. 

The fathers of the pair, Chad 
Goldstone and Eric Kahn, are 
marvelous, long on charm and 
pleasant cameraderie. 
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stage, the sound has something of 
a “crest and trough” effect. In 
range of a mike, it’s fine; but it 
fades out in between mikes. 
Picking up the pace of the first 
act would not be a bad idea either. 
The act, running close to two 
hours, becomes interminable and 
almost destroys the climactic 
scene that ends it, a lavish 
ceremony with the haunted Ar- 
thur knighting, among others, his 
friend Lancelot, whom he then 
knows is in love with his wife. 
Anyone who goes to see 
“Camelot’’ should spend the 
money to get the best seats in the 
house for a couple of reasons. 
First, the sound of both the 
songs and dialogue will be more 
audible and enjoyable, and se- 
cond, to fully appreciate Richard 
Harris’ performance, it is impor- 
tant to be able to watch his face. 
His transformation from the 
boy Arthur to the man Arthur 
takes place mainly in his eyes and 
via the expression on his face. 
The eyes grow so sad and the 
expression so bereft as he wat- 
ches Guenevere'’s attraction for 
Lancelot grow, building 
meticulously to the final scene 
when he learns that the dream 
lives after all. Majesty. 
‘Camelot’? will be at the 
Metropolitan Center through the 
end of August.

The most interesting feature of 
“The Fantasticks” is the role of 
“The Mute,’’ played by Diane 
Carlson. 

Carlson, who obviously never 
Says a word, plays ‘‘the wall”’ the 
fathers’ build in the garden, and 
helps the sun, moon and 
characters fulfill their various 
roles. 

She is excellent. Unobstrusive 
while making her presence known 
and felt. She is graceful, delicate 
and an integral character without 
one word. 

The voices of John Sullivan and 
Daniel Goldstone are certainly up 
to their parts; but Schrier seems 
to have forgotten she is playing 
almost cabaret style. In. the 
smaller room, it is necessary for 
her to rein her voice so that she is 
singing and not shrieking. 

The musical accompaniment is 
excellent.

"The Miser 
at present

The Lincoln Plaza Players 
made their debut last Thursday 
with their own modern version of 
the Moliere classic, ‘‘The Miser,’’ 
a play that is as funny today as it 
was 300 years ago. 

While the story does have its 
tragic elements, such as a father 
and son fighting over the same 
woman and the selfish’ tight- 
fisted old man who sees the world 
with only dollar signs in his eyes, 
Moliere makes even these 
pathetic folks seem laughable. 

Justin Kaan is Harpagon, an in- 
sufferable old man whose life am- 
bition, aside from making his 
childrens’ lives miserable, is to 
keep a tight grip on his money. 
Nor will he allow his son or 
daughter to marry unless he has 
checked into the financial status 
of their prospective mates. 

A junior majoring in theater at 
Emerson College, Kaan is 
wonderful as the grouchy miser 
who struts about banging his cane 
and irritating everyone in sight. 

The players have updated the 
play by using nodern clothes and 
speech. For instance, young 
Cleante, son of the miser, wears 
Calvin Klein jeans and a green 
alligator shirt, which of course, 
his critical father dislikes. ‘‘Why 
must you wear pants with other 
peoples’ names on them?’’ Then, 
pulling at Cleante’s preppy shirt, 
“You have enough animals in 
your drawer to fill a zoo!” 

Raymond Gamache gives a 
lively performance as the ardent, 
star-struck Cleante, who is 
hopelessly and forever in love 
with lovely Marianne, played by 
Donna Sangiolo. When he first 
dashes unto the stage, he appears 
to be some sort of lunatic, rolling 
his eyes wildly and jerking his 


lanky body in dramatic gestures, 
as he babbles on about a divine 
creture who has captured his 
heart! 

Another conspicuous character 
is Frosine, the flashy community 
matchmaker who gets caught up 
in the troubles of this confused 
family. Evelyn Frankl gives her 
first performance in three and a 
half years as the fast-talking 
Frosine, who delivers such lines 
as, “If I had the time, I could 
match Tom Schnieder and Rona 
Barrett!” 

But the funniest character was 
Master Jacque, chauffeur, cook, 
gardner or whatever ‘Sir’ needs 
at the moment. A cross between 
Arnold Horshack of “Kotter” and 
Peter Sellers in “Being There” 
Steven Burnstein, who plays Jac- 
ques, uses a high— pitched, slow 
voice to deliver simple words of 
wisdom that will not only make 
you laugh, but also helps break up 
the monotony that sometimes 
disrupts the performance. 

Completing the cast is Kara 
Johnson, who plays Elise, the 
love struck daughter who hopes to 
win her father’s approval to 
marry the handsome Valere, 
played by David Horvitz. 

David Liberatore takes the 
roles of both La Fleche, Cleante’s 
best friend and an officer, and a 
local musician, known only as 
Randell, has two brief roles, 
though his tall stature dark 
features and deep voice make him 
a stronger presence on stage. 

While the Players version 
sometimes becomes confusing, 
particularly when it shuffles back 
and forth from the use of modern 
speech ‘ to an attempt by some of 
the actors at an English accent, it 
is a very funny show that takes a 
satirical look at human shortcom- 
ings, which Moliere originally in- 
tended it to be.

Red Sox get second chance; 
vendors aren't quite as lucky

BOSTON — The major league 
baseball season re-opened Mon- 
day with new hope for teams star- 
ting over, but no hope for people 
who earn their living off the game 
to make up the money they lost 
during the strike. 


They are the vendors — college 
students earning tuition, older 
men picking up a little part-time 
cash, tavern owners, parking lot 
attendants and security guards in 
and around Fenway Park. For 
them, baseball has lost its luster 
and not even a second season can 
recoup the losses they suffered 
during the 50-day players’ strike. 


A parking lot owner said he lost 
as much as $15,000 during the 
strike. Others, who work during 
the summer to live during the 
winter, lost as much as one-half of 
their annual income. 

Some people didn’t work at all 
while the players and owners 


bickered over the bargaining 
table, 

“This is the first time I worked 
in three weeks,’ said George 
Boykin, an usher at the ballpark. 

“T'm just glad to be back at 
work,” said Darryl Johnson, 
another usher. 

Vendors inside the park — 
some of them working for college 
tuition — agreed. 

“We need the money because 
we're going to school in a couple 
weeks,” said Jim Berman, who 
will enter the University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst this 
fall. Berman did not work at all 
during the strike. 

“It’s too little too late,” said 
vendor Gary Nathenson, a Boston 
College student. “I spent my time 
counting the money we're los- 
ing.” 

A souvenir vendor saving 
money to get married said he'is 
happy the baseball season opened 
again. 

“T’m glad. It puts money in my 
pocket. There was no work during 


the strike and us vendors work on 
commission,”’ said Dan Loizzo of 
East Boston. 

At Copperfields, a bar behind 
Fenway Park, assistant manager 
Jack Kearney said the place lost 
money during the strike — even 
though it has a regular crowd, 
baseball or no. 

“We lost a lot of money,” he 
said. ‘‘There’s no way to make it 
up.”” 

Re-opening day was nothing 
like Opening Day April 9, even 
though the Red Sox hosted the 
same team, the Chicago White 
Sox, Kearney said. 

“This is nothing like Opening 
Day. It was wall-to-wall people — 
inside and outside. The place was 
just packed — just thousands 
upon thousands of people.” 

The regulars came into Copper- 
fields during the strike, Kearney 
said. But it wasn’t the same. 

“This is a great pickup bar dur- 
ing baseball,’’ Kearney said. 

Janice Jones, an attendant at 
Fenway Park, said she was angry 


the players walked out in the first 
place. Jones estimated she lost as 
much as $900 during the strike. 


“I think it was really wrong for 
the people who depended on the 
money. I work, my daughter goes 
to college and that’s the only 
money we get during the summer. 
I was mad. Our union isn’t as 
strong as theirs (the players’).”” 

Donald Pearson, a parking lot 
owner, and Earl Shaevitz, a 
sports souvenir store owner, both 
are ecstatic that the season has 
started again. 


“T feel great. I make my living 
here,’’ said Pearson, who 
estimated he lost $15,000 during 
the strike. : 

“How would you feel if you were 
making money again?” asked 
Shaevitz, who sells T-shirts, 
jackets and caps. Business was 
off 80 percent, he said, and there 
is only one way to makeit up. 

“If the Red Sox win the World 
Series — and you know what kind 
of chance that is.’’

‘Lifeline’ expands 
radius of service 


BRIGHTON — For many older 
adults, particularly those living 
alone’ the possibility of accident 
or sudden illness with attendant 
inability to summon aid has been 
a constant source of great con- 
cern. So much so, that some have 
elected institutional care rather 
than runsuch a risk. 


Now’ thanks to Lifeline, a uni- 
que emergency response system 
sponsored locally by St. 
Hlizabeth’s Hospital of Boston, a 
number of ‘‘at-risk’? area 
residents maintain independence 
at home. 

Lifeline’s remote-control com- 
munication connects them to St. 
Elizabeth’s Emergency Treat- 
ment Center (ETC), providing 
quick access to health services 
night and day, whenever an 
emergency occurs. 


St. Elizabeth's is expanding 
this life-saving program to serve 
additional frail or homebound 
elders, handicapped and disabled 
individuals who reside within a 
15-mile radius of the Brighton 
hospital. The service is available 
to Route 128 communities, exten- 
ding to those who live five to 
seven miles beyond the highway’s 
perimeter. 

The subscriber to Lifeline, who 
pays a monthly rental fee for the 
service, wears a small, wireless 
pushbutton mechanism which can 
be easily activated to signal for 
help. 

The button triggers an 
automatic telephone call to the 
hospital where ETC personnel 
respond instantly. They contact 
the subscriber to determine his or 


2 her condition, or, in the event that 
| the individual cannot be reached, 


designated ‘‘responders,”’ 
—neighbors, relatives or 
municipal support services are 


; dispatched. 


St. Elizabeth’s maintains up-to- 


fl date medical information on each 
4 subscriber, 


detailing diagnosis 


and physician, as well as the list 
of responders. 

According to Marvin 
Rosenberg, of Newton, director of 
Social Services, who established 
the emergency system at St. 
Elizabeth's with a grant from the 
St. Elizabeth's Hospital Aux- 
iliary, Lifeline acts as an ‘‘in- 
surance policy.” It's there when 
the individual needs it, and is ap- 
propriate for short-term or long- 
term application. For someone 
recovering from illness’ Lifeline 
lends temporary support; for 
those with a chronic condition, 
Lifeline can mean the difference 
between home or institutional 
care. 

Rosenberg reports that the 
system has already proven in- 
valuable. The example of one 
area woman is typical. Prior to 
signing up for the emergency ser- 
vice, she fell and could not reach 
assistance. Now, she has a 
wonderful sense of security, ‘if 
anything happens I know I can 


reach help...if I had Lifeline 
before, I wouldn’t have spent the 
night on the floor."” 


In another instance, a son has 
found an interim solution to 
monitoring his frail and hard-of- 
hearing mother. During working 
hours, he wears a beeper and is 
immediately contacted by the 
ETC nurse when his mother 
signals for help. 

All Lifeline candidates are 
evaluated by hospital personnel 
to determine whether the service 
is appropriate. When a unit is in- 
stalled in the home, client, family 
and responders are thoroughly 
schooled in its use. Mary Lyons, 
the hospital’s Lifeline Coor- 
dinator, regularly updates 
emergency information, while 
confirming that the sytem is pro- 
perly utilized.

Arts Council lists grants

Condo ordinance voted

NEWTON — A score of renters 
faced with eviction because of 
condominium conversions in the 
city can sleep easier. 

The Board of Aldermen this 
week approved an ordinance 
regulating condominium conver- 
sion by a 16 to 5 vote. The or- 
dinance gives city renters a two- 
year grace period before they can 
be removed for a conversion. 

The ordinance, which requires 
developers to obtain a permit 
from the board before converting 
rental units to condominiums, 
also grants tenants with personal 
“hardships” an additional three- 
year grace period before they can 


be removed because of a conver- 
sion. 

Aldermen also approved a 
special preamble for the or- 
dinance which declares a ‘‘serious 
public emergency” in the city 
because of increasing con- 
dominium conversions. 

The preamble allows the law to 
become effective in 10 days rather 
than the normal 30-day wait. 
Aldermen approved the pream- 
ble, which needed a two thirds 
majority (16) of the 24-member 
legislative body, by a 19 to 2 vote. 

Mayor Theodore Mann has in- 
dicated that he will not veto or 
sign the new ordinance. Under the 
city charter, if the mayor does not 
sign an ordinance within 10 days, 
it automatically becomes law. 


Mann, like several aldermen, 
may feel the ordinance is illegal 
without the approval of the state 
legislature. 

City Solicitor Daniel-Funk has 
advised aldermen that they do not 
have the legal authority to pass 
the ordinance without enabling 
legislation. 

Only cities and towns with rent 
control currently have the 
authority to regulate conversions. 
In the past year, condominium 
conversion ordinances in Fram- 
ingham, Acton, and Amherst have 
been declared illegal by the state 
Attorney General’s Office. 

Several aldermen, including 
Bruce Carmichael and Richard 
McGrath, called on Mann to sign 
the ordinance so it can go into ef- 


fect immediately. 

“I want to see the mayor sign 
this,” said Carmichael, ‘instead 
of letting it slide by.”” 

“I think the mayor should sign 
this,’’ said Alderman Mark White, 
a mayoral candidate. ‘This is one 
of the few times we can directly 
help people.” 

As the meeting came to a close, 
aldermen also approved a motion 
requesting that the new ordinance 
be sent to the state legislature for 
approval. 

About 100 renters, many facing 
eviction if the ordinance was not 
given the go ahead, applauded the 
approval of the ordinance which 
was stalled twice during the last

Massage ordinance in effect 


NEWTON — The Health 
Department has established new 
detailed regulations for health 
clubs and businesses offering 
massages in Newton. 

The new regulations, which 
went into effect Saturday, require 
clubs offering massages, steam 
baths and pool baths to be licens- 
ed by the Health Department and 
apparently are designed to pre- 
vent sexual solicitation. 

City Health Commissioner Ber- 
nice Joyal said the regulations 
will ‘upgrade the quality” of 
massage parlors or health clubs 
that want to open in Newton. 

Joyal denied the impetus for the 
new regulations was complaints

about any of the four now existing 
in Newton. 

Joyal said she has not received 
any complaints from residents 
about massage parlors in the 
past. 

A review of the city’s previous 
restrictions, along with guidelines 
from other cities and towns’ 
shows that Newton’s regulations 
governing massage parlors were 
inadequate, Joyal asserted. 

The new ordinance requires all 
people giving massages in 
Newton to pass a written ex- 
amination, including essay ques- 
tions on the “principles and prac- 
tice of massage.” 

In addition, the regulations re- 
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quire all employees of massage 
parlors to ‘‘maintain a sufficient 
level of cleanliness’ and be 
‘properly clothed’’ as determined 
by health and police officials. 


The ordinance also prevents: 

—Using rooms with doors 
capable of being locked. 

—Operating from 11 p.m. to 7 
a.m. without written authoriza- 
tion from the health commis- 
sioner. 

—Hiring any employee to pro- 
vide massages who has been con- 
victed within the past five years of 
any ‘felony or misdemeanor in- 
volving moral turpitude.” 

—Treating a customer who is 
afflicted with a communicable

disease. 

Under the new regulations, 
alcoholic beverages are not per- 
mitted in the room or section of 
the building where the massages 
are given and police or health of- 
ficials can inspect the premises at 
“any reasonable time.” 

Furthermore, the regulations 
require stringent standards for 
the licensing of individual 
masseurs. Before being licensed, 
they must have completed a 
course in massage or had six mon- 
ths experience under the supervi- 
sion of a licensed masseur. 

The $50 license needed can be 
suspended or revoked by the

Broken window 
clue to fire

NEWTON — A painter's helper 
and a machinist are two of the 
three suspects arrested for arson 
and breaking and entering in con- 
nection with the estimated $2 
million damage to Meadowbrook 
Junior High as the result of a 
three-alarm fire Saturday morn- 
ing. 


Police disclosed Monday the oc- 
cupation of Michael K. Master- 
son, 19, of West Roxbury, and Eric 
R. Krasnigor, 19, of Newton. Both 
men were arrested Saturday mor- 
ning about a quarter of a mile 
from the school. 


Police said Masterson is 
employed as a painter's helper 
and Krasnigor works as a 
machinist. 


The third suspect is Leslie 
Alberts, 19, of Levbert Road, 
Newton. 


The fire, which was reported to 
police at 1:20 a.m., resulted in no 
serious injuries, according to fire 
officials. 


Detective William Fitzsimmons 
of the Newton Police Department 
said Monday that the possibility of 
additional suspects in the case has 
been ruled out. According to Fitz-

simmons, none of the suspects has 
been previously arrested. 


Two of the suspects became ac- 
quainted, Fitzsimmons said, 
while attending a special speech 
program in Natick. The third at- 
tended Meadowbrook Junior High 
several years ago. 


Fire officials said the suspected 
cause of the fire, arson, is still 
under investigation, but noted 
that the fire began in two separate 
locations of the library wing of the 
concrete and brick building. 


Fitzsimmons said police had 
determined that a window was 
broken to gain entrance to the 
building. He added that there was 
evidence of a fire being set in a 
metal wastebasket full of paper 
on the first floor of the building. 


Fitzsimmons said two boxes of 
wooden stick matches were found 
at the scene and that the matches 
were apparently stacked against 
an art board in a science room 
and then lit. Bottles of chemicals, 
including flammable liquids, 
were also broken in one of the 
heavily-damaged science rooms 
of the school. Cardboard boxes of 
books in the now totally-destroyed 
library also appear to have been 
set afire, Fitzsimmons said.

Elvis lives in Newto

NEWTON — While thousands 
remembered Elvis Presley across 
the country yesterday on the an- 
niversary of his death, more than 
200 area residents watched their 
own local Elvis at Hawthorn 
Park. 

For the third annual Elvis Day, 
Michael Pellegrini performed a 
look-alike, sing-alike and gyrate- 
alike Elvis show. 

Pellegrini arrived at 1:30 p.m. 
in a rented black Fleetwood 
Cadillac limousine as the crowd 
stood and cheered. His black cape 
and bell-bottom outfit sparkled 
with gold and mother-of-pearl 
studs as he strode to the podium. 

Pellegrini's sister, Donna, and 
cousin, Caro) Ciretti, dressed in 
gold jumpsuits, crooned backup 
vocals to tapes of the superstar’s 
hits, from ‘‘Hound Dog” to ‘‘My 
Way,” with Pellegrini for about 
two hours. 

Twenty nine-year-old 
Pellegrini, who lives in Water- 
town and works for BFI Waste 


Systems, was every bit the star 
with his Elvis-style mutton chop 
sideburns and ducktail hairdo. He 
threw out the 35 scarves he 
brought along for souvenirs to the 
kids who crowded around the 
stage and tirelessly signed 
“Elvis” autographs. With his legs 
spread in a straddling stance, he 
even imitated the Elvis gyrations 
which were a major controversy 
for the star. 

“I don’t do no dirty body 
movements. When I sing I just 
start a-jumping,’’ Elvis Presley 
once said when asked about his 
rocking and rolling on stage. 

For many at the park, Aug. 16, 
1977, the day the 42 year-old star 
was found dead at his Graceland 
Mansion home in Memphis, was a 
day of mourning. Eighty-year-old 
Frances Schichilone, 
remembered crying when she 
heard the news of his death. 


“We're a family of Elvis fans— 
all nine kids and 28 grand- 
children,’’ Schichilone’s 
daughter, Mary Pirozzi said. 

For 14-year-old Sam Davis, the

Masterson, he further 
said, is one of seven children who 
has responsibilities in his family.

Newton Corner — The fight is not 
over for the tenants of the Newton 
Corner Gorin and Leeder 
buildings versus Ronald Druker.

Mann laments Druker plan defeat 
as loss of needed rental housing

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore 
Mann said Tuesday that the city 
has lost an “‘urgent’’ opportunity 
to provide badly needed rental 
housing with the defeat of the 
Druker proposal to revitalize 
Newton Corner. 


Aldermen rejected the $38 
million comprehensive plan, 
which included 301 units of hous- 
ing (including subsidized family 
and elderly units), retail and of- 
fice space in five new buildings, 
Monday night. 


Mann, who disagreed with the 
decision by aldermen, said he was 
hoping that the Druker company’s 
proposal was going to provide 
elderly and other city residents 
the opportunity ‘‘to live in Newton 
with a reasonable rent structure.” 


Mann called the shortage of 
rental housing one of the major 
problems facing the city. A recent 
report by the city’s Human Rights 
Commission pointed out that con- 
dominium conversions since 1975 
have created a ‘“‘severe shortage”’ 
of rental units in the city. 


Under federal budget cuts be- 
ing implemented by President 
Ronald Reagan, Mann emphasiz- 
ed that the prospect for subsidized 
housing in the near future appears 
grim.

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chance to do it right.” 

Bobby Comeau of Bobby's 
Fruits said ‘The outcome of the 
vote is encouraging, but there are 
still things to worry about. 
Newton has been good to me and 
my customers are regulars. I 
would not want to move out of 
Newton. There are improvements 
I would like to make, but I cannot 
see investing the money if a steel 
ball is going to go through my win- 
dow within six months.”” 

Benjamin Barnett of Barnett 
Fabrics said, ‘‘We were pleased 
as much as we were able to pre- 
vent the wrong type of building. I 
have made no attempts to look 
elsewhere as I have been serving 
the community for 35 years and 
wish to stay here. I don’t unders- 
tand why everyone is trying to 
cram everything into Newton Cor- 
ner. 


“We can sandblast the buildings 
and clean them up. All over 
Boston they are re-doing 
buildings, why not here? We can 
do it in taste,’’ Barnett continued. 
“The city of Newton has not taken 
an interest in Newton Corner for a 
long time. Now they want to step 
in out of nowhere.” 


“We have plenty of commercial 
mall developments all around us. 


“The big loss is our need for 
rental housing,’’ Mann said in an 
interview at his City Hall office. 
“‘We have less than one percent of 
our housing stock available for 
rental housing.” 


Mann, who had worked to ob- 
tain federal funding for the 
development, said he was disap- 
pointed by the aldermen’s deci- 
sion to reject the project. Mann 
will meet with Ronald Druker, 
president of the Boston develop- 
ment firm, later in the week. 
Mann is expected to discuss 
Druker’s announced plans to con- 
struct two four-story office 
buildings at the Washington and 
Centre Street block. 


Under zoning laws, the Druker 
company, which has an option to 
purchase the land, can construct 
the two office buildings without 
the approval of aldermen. Under 
the office building proposal, the 
Gorin and Leeder building, along 
with two other four-story 
buildings, across the street on 
Nonantum Place, will be razed. 


“This is the gateway to the 
Garden City,’’ Mann explained. 
“This should be the focal point of 
beauty for the city.”” 


Mann also strongly criticized 
the owners of the Gorin and 
Leeder building for allowing the 
facade of the ‘‘Corner’’ to 
deteriorate.

Drug use dip 
is not enough 


It would be unrealistic to do a lot of 
cheering over a reported ‘‘significant 
decrease”’ in drug use among several key 
population groups, particularly teenagers. 
If there is a decline hereabouts, the shift is 
slight. 


Area school, police and hospital staff 
people who are closest to the situation say 
the presence of drugs can’t be minimized. 





The past school year saw the pervasive 
odor of marijuana, sweet and redolent of 
burning leaves, as prevalent as ever. 
Worse still, cocaine came into the picture 
as an even more serious threat. What 
begins as an experiment can become a 
daily habit. Students obviously affected 
had to be sent home, with some suspen- 
sions. Maintaining classroom and cor- 
ridor discipline could be difficult. 


So, if national researchers are telling 
the Senate Labor Subcommittee on 
Alcoholism and Drug Abuse of decreased 
incidence, it has to be measured against 
what information is close at hand even 
though any change in direction is en- 
couraging. 


The end of the trail for those who get 
hooked often is a hospital outpatient unit. 
A majority of young people who wind up 
there as accident victims have used mari- 
juana or alcohol, sometimes both, atten- 
dants will tell you. For those lucky enough 
to avoid a hospital experience, the 
penalties can be poor performance 
academically and a bad start in life. 


On the statistical side, the findings of a 
survey of 100,000 high school seniors show- 
ed a drop in daily marijuana use from a 
peak of 10.9 percent in 1978 to 9.1 in 1980. 
Still a frightening number. 


An educational process, aimed at health 
concerns, was said to be producing results 
in cigarette smoking. The cutback to 21 
percent was regarded as ‘“‘dramatic’”’ by 
the director of the National Institute on 
‘Drug Abuse, which was reporting to the 
senators. 


Need for a more intensified program of 
information on drugs would seem to be 
elemental. The tendency to dismiss mari- 
juana as harmless, even to the extent of 
legalization, has given it a certain amount 
of acceptance, regrettably. 


Smoking pot has been the ‘‘in’”’ thing for 
so long one would expect peer influence to 
diminish its attraction to youth groups. 
The fact is that the proportion of high 
school seniors said to disapprove has 
grown from 66 to 72 percent in a half dozen 
years, so it would seem to be working that 
way. 


But a serious crackdown on points of 
origin and major distribution of mari- 
juana, or cocaine, for that matter, has to 
take place. Parents of students tell us it is 
common knowledge that buying drugs is 
an easy thing to do in junior or high school. 


An antisocial problem may not be get- 
ting worse. But it isn’t getting much bet- 
ter. Attacking it on every possible front is 
amust.

Puppies and children

You should know that I am a sucker for pup- 
pies and children, not necessarily in that order. 
When I see the two together, my impulse for 
adoption (kidnapping? ) is strong. 

So, when I saw a five-year-old boy holding a 


squirming, but affectionate (a wet lick to the 


boy’s face every chance he got! golden retriever 


puppy on his lap, I could not resist the opportuni- 
ty to talk with the boy, and, of course’ pet the 


puppy. 


But, shortly after I began asking him the basic 
questions one asks a five-year-old, I sensed that 


something was ‘‘not right”’ with this boy. 

Not that anything was obviously wrong’ but 
that he was not responding to my questions like a 
normal pert five-year-old gloating over his new 
puppy. His was a problem that not only cut short 


our rather one-sided conversation, but also left 


me feeling sad and sorry for him as I walked 
away. 

I’m not sure what was wrong with the boy. He 
could have been partially deaf. But, my response 
to the situation, a response many other people 
experience when they encounter a handicapped 
person, reminds me that it takes more than pup- 
py and children lovers like myself to deal with 
retarded or autistic children or children with 
emotional problems. 

An extreme example of the demands of being a 
primary caretaker of such children was shared 
with me by a woman in her twenties who is work- 
ing in a facility which treats emotionally disturb- 
ed children. 

For more than eight hours each day, she acts 
as a parent to these teenagers, some of whom 
have never really had any form of love from 
their own families. 

Some of the cases she has told me about are 
difficult for me to fathom. At times it is the 
children that are hard to believe as they try to 
slit their wrists or cause harm to other people. At 
other times it is their parents who are the most 
disturbing. 

Many of the children she works with were com- 
mitted by a judge following psychiatric evalua- 
tion. The actions which prompted the judge’s 
determination include setting fire to buildings 
and homes, assaultiveness and drug abuse. 

Other kids which she works with are suffering 
from depression or have a problem with self- 
abuse or running away from home. Several of 
the children she treats experienced sexual abuse 
in their home setting. 

If working daily with these kinds of teenagers 
doesn’t seem glamorous, my friend will tell you 
that you're right. However’ she plans on staying 
in the field of working with these types of han- 
dicapped children. 


“It’s very tough work. It’s not always rewar- 


ding,’’ she says with a sigh which shows the emo- 


tional strains of her working environment. ‘But’ 
you always hope that something you do will 
change the kid just a little bit.” 


“It can be rewarding in a very ‘for the mo- 
ment’ way,” she continues. ‘‘All of the sudden, a 
kid will have a brilliant insight into something 
and it’s wonderful seeing the kid develop and 
mature.” . 





Unfortunately, the parents of many of these 
children do little to contribute to hope for the 


child’s progress. 


Examples of the cruelty of some parents are 


deeply disturbing. Imagine a mother telling her 


already emotionally weak 15-year-old daughter 
that she had decided that she did not want her 
anymore. 


My friend adds that many of the parents of her 
emotionally disturbed kids treat their children 
like ‘‘yo-yos.”” 


“They won’t hear from their parents for three 
or four months,’”’ she says with disgust, ‘‘and 





hey tell the kid they want him to come visit, 
Then, Srterwards, the kid doesn’t hear from 


them again for five or six months.” 
Remember, these are emotionally disturbed 
children. 


There is currently an interesting case in the 
California courts involving an adolescent boy 
with Down's Syndrome, who, like many children 
with the same handicap, has a heart defect 
which makes life beyond thirty unlikely (Doctors 
say he has a 40 percent chance of surviving 
beyond age 30.!. 

From the time he was born, the boy has been in 
state institutions, with his parents contributing 
money from time to time. While the boy grew 
older’ his parents went on with their lives and 
raised two healthy, normal children. 


When it was determined that the youth needed 
a heart operation to repair a hole in an interior 
wall, his legal parents refused to permit the 
operation. They were taken to court and the 
judge ruled in favor of their arguments. 


The legal parents argued that the operation 
was too risky and that the boy might die. On the 
other hand, they stressed, he might survive the 
operation and a life not really worth living would 
be prolonged. 


Something else bothering the boy's legal 
parents was that if he lived longer, their two nor- 
mal children might be saddled with the respon- 
sibility of caring for him. 


People who have worked with the boy over the 
years point out that his parents have only visited 
him twice a year, on his birthday and at 
Christmas. The television update on this case did 
not say if the boy’s siblings had ever visited him. 


Meanwhile, a couple with normal children of 
their own have sort of adopted the boy over the 
years and brought him into their home setting. 
They feel that he is a wonderful influence on 
their own two boys and that 


his sper ng time with them each week has 
strengthened the family. 

This woman also feels that far from living a 
life not worth living, the boy is maturing and 
developing each day of the year. 

. This couple sought to overturn the decision in 
favor of the legal parents and recently won 
custody of the child. They were then able to give 
permission for the operation. 

The boy’s ‘‘real” parents are appealing the 
case, not so much over the question of custody’ 
but over the operation. 

It is the contrast between the parents and the 
couple who adopted the boy and the contrast bet- 
ween my friend’s efforts with her kids and the 
actions of some of their parents which moved me 
to write about these children with handicaps. 

I may never be able to fully accept the 
behavior and problems of emotionally disturbed 
or retarded people, like my friend and the couple 
who adopted the boy. But, there is a lot of room in 
between for me to work toward.

With all Massachusetts’ vaunted built-in, 
home-grown expertise in high technology, its 
state government has yet to take advantage of 
computers as management tools. 


“Chaos in the state EDP systems...” 
charges the Senate Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. ‘‘...a vacuum where leadership is needed. 

“The system is overwhelmed...crippl- 
ed...poorly managed,”’ the committee claims 
in its tough-talking budget commentary. 
“Centralized planning and control of data pro- 
cessing are absent from state government. 
(The latter) has never articulated even the 
outlines of a state data processing plan. (It) 
has designed a process whose most salient 
feature is its slowness.”” 


‘“‘Major systems are not meeting user or 
management needs,"’ echoes the Governor's 
Management Task Force. Since 1975, private 
sector specialists have helped the task force 


track the state’s EDP record and made 
recommendations. ‘For the most part,"’ wor- 
ries the task force, ‘‘their advice has not been 
acted on.”” 

State Auditor John Finnegan’s staff has now 
joined the chorus. In an audit released two 
weeks ago, he raises some disturbing ques- 
tions about whether certain of the $100 million 
spent annuually on computer equipment and 
services might have been misguided or in- 
fenced by subjective factors difficult to iden- 
tify. 

One would think that with familiar native 
names like Digital Equipment, Control Data, 
and Wang Laboratories to draw on, to say 
nothing of the plethora of software people 
available in the state, Massachusetts govern- 
ment could do better than just stumble along. 

It was while Francis Sargent was acting 
governor in the late ’60s that the Com- 
monwealth took its first hesitant steps with 
computers. Sargent commissioned studies 
and chose the welfare department as the data 
processing guinea pig. Programs were in- 
troduced, some progress was made but 
welfare still struggles with its complicated 
problems. 

Gov. Dukakis’ administration tried 
“facilities management," i.e., farming out to 


Fare was too high

BOSTON (UPI) — The woman stood outside 
the East Boston entrance to the Sumner Tun- 
nel with two young boys, about 7 and 8 years 
old. She wanted to take the bus to Haymarket 
Square, less than two miles away. 

“How much does it cost?”’ she asked the 
driver of the Massachusetts Bay Transporta- 
tion Authority bus, which had stopped before 
entering the tunnel on a run from Marblehead 
to Boston, 

‘Two dollars,” he said. ‘‘One dollar for you 
and 50 cents each for the boys.” 

The woman shrugged, walked away and 
didn’t take the bus. The fare was too high. 

Nobody knows how many scenes like this 
have occurred since the MBTA raised its fares 
this month. They must be legion. 

The deficit-ridden mass transit system 
needs help. There’s no question about that. 
But for daily commuters the latest fare hikes 
make the MBTA look like it has gone from 
total confusion to utter chaos. 

Take, for example, that Marblehead-to- 


Boston run. Under the MBTA's new zonal fare 
system the trip from that affluent North Shore 
community to Boston now costs $1.50 one way. 
Maybe that's not too high. It’s a matter of opi- 
nion, 

But the one-way fare from downtown Lynn 
to Boston, covering a much shorter distance 
as part of that same run from Marblehead, is 
also $1.50. Before the latest hike in fares it us- 
ed to be 65 cents. The new fare represents a 
231 percent increase for Lynn-to-Boston com- 
muters. 

Fares have skyrocketed since the 1950s 
when commuters could ride for 10 cents on the 
subway and take nickel inner city bus trips. 

Service was faster and better then. But 
those were the days when traffic was a lot 
lighter, with fewer cars on the highways 
within the 79 cities and towns that are now 
members of the MBTA district. 

If people stop taking the “T’” to work 
because of cost and inconvenience, those 
roads would become even more congested 
than they are now. 

Imagine how inany private cars it would 


consultants matters like computer policy and 
performing certain EDP assignments. This 
produced action; it also produces headaches. 
Conflicts of interest allegations reared their 
ugly heads. Several plans backfired. Stung by 
political fall-out, Dukakis pulled in his horns 
and found himself — against the advice of his 
Management Task Force — opting for a local 
firm to handle a multi-million-dollar Medicaid 
Management Information System. It turned 
out the firm couldn’t perform on schedule and 
had to be dumped by Gov. King. 

The state’s primary computer service 
center, the Bureau of Systems Operations, is 
under the Office of Management Information 
Systems in the Executive Office of Ad- 
ministration and Finance. To run this sprawl- 
ing system, Gov. King recommended $15 
million in his fiscal 1982 budget. Leery, the 
legislature chopped this to a barebones $11 
million until it sees better results. 

The Legislature lacks confidence in the ad- 
ministration’s ability to get its computer act 
together. Accordingly, the House and Senate 
budgeted only minimum maintenance sums 
for the coming year, “deferring all but essen- 
tial growth...until (the state) is ina position to 


provide some overall direction to systems ex- 
pansion.” 


take to transport the MBTA’s 250,000 daily 
commuters to and from Boston and you get 
some idea of the burden the mass transit 
system has assumed. 

Then think about how many new highways, 
bridges and tunnels would be needed to help 
get workers back and forth from their Boston 
area jobs. 

‘There's a basie problem,” said MBTA Ad- 
visory Board executive director Philip 
Shapiro in an interview last week. ‘Public 
transportation just isn’t a priority in the (Gov. 
Edward J.) King administration.” 

Shapiro said “‘a lot of the ‘T's problems are 
attitude problems. If the governor doesn't 
Care, it filters down to the system's managers 
and its employees.” 

That could mean less concern by the MBTA 
about service and maintenance of equipment. 
And, in the long run, it could mean highways 
even more crowded than they are now with 
private Vehicles and fewer commuters who 
are willing to travel back and forth to work in 
Boston from their suburban communities.

Dear Dr. Asimov: A believer in 
evolution and God’ I object to your 
painting all believers in divine 
creation with the same Fun- 
damentalist brush. One would 
think, from your writings, that the 
creationists who teach in Harvard 
Divinity School’ Yale Divinity 
School, and other such institu- 
tions, are mortal enemies of 
general and evolutionary science 
right along with the Fundamen- 
talist Creationists who hold to 
literal interpretation of Genesis. 

It seems obvious that Fun- 
damentalist Creationism is now 
being set up as a “straw man,” 
easily torn apart, for use by anti- 
religious bigots to attack theism 
of every kind, including the 
modern theism which accepts 
evolution. 

A Unitarian Universalist Chris- 
tian (Charles Darwin was a 
Unitarian!), I reject Fundamen- 
talist Creationism, but I was a 
Unitarian! ), I reject Fundamen- 
talist Creationism, but I question 
the easy assumption that our 
universe is infinitely old. 


As you realize’ most 


astronomers now hold that, hav- 
ing exploded outward from a 
single point no more than about 20 
billion years ago at the “Big 
Bang,” our universe will expand 
forever. That the “Big Bang” was 
sudden and absolute creation by 
God is a reasonable view for 
scientifically informed religious 
progressives who accept, as I do, 
the idea that God does not in- 
tervene in unfolding, on-going 
evolutionary processes originally 
enfolded in our universe at Crea- 
tion. (At the same time’ I agree 
only the latest in an endless suc- 
cession, each finally (after, say, 
100 billion years), expanding cold, 
diffused and dead in the depths of 
infinity, passing utterly from ex- 
istence. (Rev. 21:1). ) 

You seem unaware that, in im- 
plying that you ‘speak for 
science’ in holding that belief in 
God is mere ignorance, (you con- 
flict) with the fact that many 
scientists of far greater achieve- 
ment in scientific thought than 
yourself have publicly affirmed 
belief in God, from Newton to 
many modern scientists of 
stature, who never withdrew his 
famous statement, ‘God in- 
cluding Einstein’ does not play 
dice with the universe.”

It is not germane to this article 
to justify or condemn the reason- 
ing which has generated the ac- 
tions of certain principals and 
guidance counselors in this 
coverup but rather to enlighten 
students, parents and School 
Committee members about the 
scholarship opportunities which 
do exist in this area. 

Although ROTC scholarships 
will provide most of the costs 


necessary to obtain a good educa- 
tion, they are not without some 
strings. The students, male or 
female, who accept these scholar- 
ships must be prepared to serve 
on active duty, as officers, with 
the service of their choice (the Ar- 
my, Navy, Air Force or the 
Marines) for four years after they 
have completed their college pro- 
gram. 

In general, an application for an 
NROTC (Navy) or Marine Corps 
scholarship must be completed by 
Dec. 1 of the year prior to starting 
the first fall semester in college. 

Thus’ for students planning to 
start college in September 1982, 
applications must be completed 
and postmarked on or prior to 
December 1. It is most important 
that the process start in the senior 
year of high school so a good date 
to call the local recruiting office 
would be in September or Oc- 
tober. 

Applicants are required to take 
either the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test (SAT) or the American Col- 
lege Test (ACT) in order to be 
considered. Complete details can 
be obtained from the local 
military recruiting office but 
some points of interest are detail- 
ed below: 

These scholarship programs 
are also available to college 
freshmen for their remaining 
three years and to sophomores for 


their remaining two years in col- 
lege. In each case the NROTC 
Scholarship Program provides 
tuition, books, uniforms and $100 
per month. 

In all of the programs, four, 
three or two years, the students go 
on summer training cruises and 
receive Midshipmen pay during 
that period. 

In certain areas of the country 
colleges having NROTC Units 
have crosstown enrollment 
agreements with other area col- 
leges. For example, in the Boston 
area students at Harvard, Boston 
University, and Wellesley can at- 
tend NROTC at MIT. Tufts may 
soon join the program. 

In Worcester, students at WPI, 
Clark University, Anna Maria 
College, Assumption and several 
junior colleges can attend NROTC 
at Holy Cross. 

Currently’ there are 1500 
NROTC scholarships available 
countrywide for September 1982. 
The other services probably have 
equivalent amounts except for the 
Marine Corps, which is a smaller 
service. 

Fifty-five colleges and univer- 
sities currently offer Naval 
ROTC, These include Auburn, 
UCLA, Citadel, Colorado, Cornell, 
Duke, Florida, Georgia Tech, Ho- 
ly Cross, Kansas, Maine Maritime 
Academy, Marquette, MIT, 
Miami, Michigan, Mississippi, 


Missouri, North Carolina, Nor- 
thwestern, Notre Dame, Ohio 
State, Oklahoma, Oregon State, 
Penn, Penn State, Purdue, RPI, 
Rice, Rochester, USC, N.Y. 
Maritime, Tulane, Utah, Vander- 
bilt, Villanova, Virginia, VMI, 
Washington (Seattle), Wisconsin 
and others. 

For the 1982 program’ 
minimum college board scores to 
qualify as a finalist are: 

Navy - SAT’ verbal 430 and 
Math 520 or ACT, English 18 and 
Math 24. 

Marine Corps - SAT, composite 
1,000 or ACT, Math plus English, 
45. 

Generally the higher you score, 
the better your chances will be to 
win a scholarship. 

More NROTC information can 
be obtained in the Boston area by 
calling 223-6216. 

In conclusion, let me state that 
if you believe in the volunteer con- 
cept instead of a draft, then it is 
an absolute necessity that the 
high schools provide information 
about the options available so that 
our military services can meet 
their personnel goals without the 
need for an involuntary draft. Ina 
democracy, the information 
should be made available to all 
and the choice should be left to 
them.

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A photographer looks back over the years

NEWTON - He picks up a Red Sox 
cap, secures it over his wavy, 
ashen colored hair with a slight 
tug of the brim and laughs, ‘‘The 
Red Sox...they gave me a lifetime 
pass.” 

The navy blue and red cap is on- 
ly one of the momentos David 
Wurzel has from his 41 years as a 
New England photographer. Most 
of the memories are intangible; 
news photos that have helped 
shape history on the pages of 
“dailies” nationwide. 

His mind is a picture book, rich 
with photographs from the past 
four decades. During those years, 
his deadline decisions as United 
Press International New England 
bureau chief meant he chose the 
photos of the seven-state area that 
the whole world would see. 

Wurzel, 65, seems content a few 
weeks into retirement but 
something about the man tells you 
otherwise. A ‘‘beeper’’ clipped on 
his right hip and a modest 
darkroom in the basement of his 
home quickly reminds a visitor of 
the photographer's past. 

Wurzel has come a long way, as 
has photography, from the days of 
his first camera - a 4x5 speed 


graphic which he received when 
he was 18-years-old. 

New York born, Wurzel moved 
to Massachusetts in 1946 and settl- 
ed in Newton in 1950 with his wife 
Emily. Celebrating their 35th 
year of marriage, the couple has 
two sons, Stephen, 33, and Robert, 
31. 

Just before he was discharged 
from a seven-year service stint in 
1946, he was hired by Robert Dor- 
man, executive editor of ACME 
News Pictures, to head a Boston 
picture bureau. He remained as 
bureau chief, later for UPI which 
took over ACME, until his retire- 
ment at the end of June. 

In the early years at ACME, 
Wurzel was ‘a one man-band,” 
“covering everything from kid- 
nappings to baseball.”” 

An anecdote comes to mind. 
“We use to cover the baseball 
games at Fenway Park on the 
field but because of me, we were 
moved off the field,”’ he laughs. 

As Wurzel tells it, he was 
situated on the third base side of 
the diamond at a Red Sox-Yankee 
contest when he moved toward 
the dugout to adjust his camera. 
As he walked down the dugout 
steps, he heard some shouting and 
immediately sprang back up the 


steps to be hit in the stomach by a 
errant throw. 

The ball rebounded on to the 
field and the Yankees threw Dom 
DiMaggio out at second. But 
because Wurzel's foot was not on 
the top rung of the dugout stairs, 
he was technically not on the play- 
ing field and DiMaggio was ruled 
safe, 

The play had no effect on the 
game’s outcome as the Yankees 
won but as Wurzel notes: ‘‘It caus- 
ed such a rubarb that Joe Cronin 
called all the photographers off 
the field and from that time on we 
worked upstairs in the cages." 


In his own words, Wurzel 
“doesn’t sit around vegetating,”’ 
now that the daily rigor of picture 
editing at UPI has been handed 
down to his successor Donald 
Robinson. 

He'll poke criticism at some of 
the day’s photos at the breakfast 
table; tend to his backyard 
garden; and do some advertising 
photography during the course of 
a day -yet something seems to be 
missing. 

Despite being busy, one senses 
the man yearns for activity -the 
hussle-bussle of meeting 
deadlines, of scooping the com- 


petition. Competition; he always 
liked competition. 

“You always want to beat so- 
meone,”’ says a pensive Wurzel. 
“There is nothing more gratifying 
than to see your picture on the 
front page of a newspaper.” 

Wurzel, who owns a dialogue of 
amusing anecdotes, reminds 
himself of an incident involving 
Nellie Fox, a former third 
baseman of the Chicago White 
Sox. 

It was during a rain delay at. 
Fenway during the early fifties 
when Wurzel was challenged by 
the visiting Chisox to a tabacco 
spitting contest. 

“They would spit out tobacco 
juice and see how close they could 
come to your feet,’ recalls 
Wurzel. Taking the cue from Fox, 
Wurzel stuffed a pack of tobacco 
in his mouth and hit the third- 
sacker right on the toe with the 
juice. 

“Where did you learn to chew 
tobacco?’ asked a surprised Fox 
as he prepared to spit out his 
juice. Fox, undaunted, won sen- 
ding the juice just to the front of 
Wurzel’s foot. 

Wurzel won the battle of in- 
timidation and with it the 
ballplayer’s respect. 


White appeals ambulance decision

BOSTON — Alderman Mark 
White has appealed the recent 
court decision allowing a private 
firm to take over the city 
emergency ambulance service. 

White, whose attorney filed the 
suit in Middlesex Superior Court, 
said he is determined to make a 
last ditch effort to bring back the 
Fire Department operated 
emergency service. 

Chaulk Ambulance, a private 
firm based in Framingham, took 
over the service on Aug. 3 after 
Middlesex Court Judge Paul Con- 
nolly dismissed a complaint 
brought by 12 Newton aldermen. 
The Fire Department had provid- 
ed the service for the last four 
years. 

Connolly ruled that Mann acted 
within his power by contracting 
with a private firm to take over 
the ambulance service. White, a 
mayoral candidate, has led a 
three month campaign to keep the 
Fire Department service. 

Richard Goren, White’s at- 
torney, will request that the state 
Supreme Judicial Court review 
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the decision on the case within 20 
days. 

White explained: ‘Nothing I 
have seen within the last several 
weeks (from Chaulk) has changed 
my mind. I think the city is better 
off with an in-house ambulance 
service.” 

White and other aldermen have 
argued that the Chaulk takeover 
is public safety risk. However, 
Police Chief William Quinn, who 
is in charge of the service, has 
reported no problems with 
Chaulk. 

Quinn has put two police of- 
ficers in the Chaulk ambulances 
around the clock for the last two 
weeks to assure that Chaulk 
employees are familiar with city 
streets. 

Mayor Theodore Mann, who 
made the decision to eliminate the 
Fire Department service to save 
taxpayers a ‘‘minimum of 
$320,000," has contended that 
Chaulk will provide a service 
“superior or equal’ to the Fire 
Department. 

Under the Chaulk service, the 
city has been provided with three 
new ambulances to cover the city 
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(the Fire Department only had 
two ambulances to serve the ci- 
ty). 

Mann, who claims the court bat- 
tle with aldermen has cost the city 
more than $100,000, has repeated- 
ly criticized White for bringing 
the suit. 

White said he feels the powers 
of the state statute which 
aldermen employed to challenge 
Mann’s decision not to fund the 
Fire Department service must be 
defined by the state's high court. 
On June 1, aldermen voted to 
force the mayor, who had ignored 
repeated requests from the board, 
to fund the city operated service 
by a two thirds majority vote. 

The statute, designed as a check 
on mayoral power, allows 
aldermen in some cases to force a 
mayor to fund a service that has 
been eliminated from the budget. 

City Solcitor Daniel Funk, 
however, has maintained that 
Mann was acting within his 
powers by contracting with a 
private firm. Funk also contends 
that aldermen can not employ the 
statute after they have passed the 
state budget. 
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In making the bid to bring back 
the Fire Department service, 
White said: ‘‘If I get elected, the 
first thing I will do is terminate 
the contract with Chaulk.”” 

Under the three-year contract 
with Chaulk, the city can pull out 
after the first year of service with 
30 days notice. Chaulk, however 
can not terminate the contract. 
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To earn Wurzel's respect in the 
newsroom, he “expected to have 
the photos for UPI that counted.” 

“The most important thing is 
that you take every assignment as 
a general alarm fire,” he adds. 
“The day you forget it, it will 
show. You lose that, you lose 
everything.” 


“The photo is suppose to come 
out and grab you,’ continues 
Wurzel, a very straight forward 
type of editor according to Robin- 
son. “It must be strong enough to 
hold your attention.” 


Wurzel makes note of the 
Pulitzer Prize picture of a naked 
young girl running from the burn- 
ing rubble of a Vietnamese 
village. “It says 10,000 words,” he 
proclaims. 

A graduate of James Monroe 
High School in New York, Wurzel 
spent one year at New York 
University before his start with 
ACME News Pictures in New 
York in 1933, 

The first ‘important thing” 
Wurzel was allowed to cover was 
the Hindenberg disaster in 
Lakehurst, New Jersey. He ad- 
mittedly got there a “‘little late,” 
but was there to photo ‘them

shoveling the ashes into trucks.” 

“Everything I did on the job 
was trial and error,” recalls 
Wurzel. “If you asked questions, 
they (other staff photographers) 
would say forget it. They would 
tell you to get out.”” 

“There were some real tough 
eggs. They never showed you one 
darn thing about the camera," he 
continues. 

Since the rather harsh initia- 
tion, Wurzel has spent all his 
years covering wars, floods, 
storms, sensational criminal 
trials, political campaigns and 
sporting events. Yet as he is quick 
to note, as bureau chief of New 
England, most of his time was 
spent editing in the dark room. 

“We use to kid him (Wurzel) 
that he did one or two photos a 
year,” says Robinson. “It’s very 
hard when you get in this position 
(editor). You just don’t have the 
time.” 

Now Wurzel has the time, but 
after chatting with him, one 
leaves with the impression that he 
longs to get back to the action. 
“You're covering a thing called 
news,”’ he reminds his guest. 
“News...the happening of the 
world.”

Why do pets play such an important place in our culture? It is a 
common occurrence for a household with children to go through a 
series of pets—turtles, gold fish, frogs, gerbils, birds and/or cats and 
dogs’ as a child becomes increasingly aware of the larger world 
around him. 

With the onset of starting school, he also becomes aware of his 
relationship to other people around him particularly parents, 
teachers, and other adults. 

The emerging child also sees the model of adults caring for others, 
particularly children. He also becomes aware of the difference bet- 
ween relating to living things and those that are inanimate. 

It becomes a new, exciting and expansive feeling to relate to 
another living thing over which he has control, Turtles and goldfish 
are early examples of this. They move and respond to care given by 
a child. A sense of satisfaction derives from being able to do what 
adults do with a feeling and sense of increasing conpetence. 

Gerbile and birds are a further step in a child’s development. 
There is greater interaction and response to a child's efforts. Gerbils 
provide greater opportunity for physical contact with an aninal. 
They also gain a sense of responsibility and confidence in caring for 
these pets. 

Cats and especially dogs provide a closer approximation to human 
experience. Dogs in particular are very yet place no demands on 
responsive’ give affection and security’ a child. A dog becomes a 
great antidote for loneliness, boredom and adult world that becomes 
too demanding. 

Few things compete with the warm feelings when greeted by a dog 
who is happy to see you as evidenced by licks and the enthusiasm of 
a wagging tail. Great comfort is also gained by the presence of a 
warm body lying next to a child, especially when the child is tired 
and lonely. 

The joys that come from having a pet’ particularly a dog, are not 
limited to children. Adults respond to pets for many of the same 
reasons. 


Life circumstances provide additional interest in pets. The trials, 
stress and disappointments in human relationships can be expressed 
in what may feel less complicated relationships with a pet. In other 
situations pets at least in part help fill the companionship void left by 
unfulfilled relationships such as marriages that failed’ death of lov- 
ed ones’ and difficulty in relating to other people. 


Pets also can play an important part in an adult’s life even when 
human relationships are satisfying. Many people experience a 
loyality and companionship that adds another dimension to their 
lives. There is also the regard which comes from being able to train 
a dog to perform to expectations. This is in contrast to the frustra- 
tion that an adult experiences when their best efforts in raising 
children are contradicted by various other influences. 


We all need to be cared about, to feel important and competent.

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Chief offers safety tips 


NEWTON — Chief William F. Quinn of the 
Newton Police Department issued his annual 
advisory regarding summer safety. 


“With warm weather here and the school 
children on summer vacation, particular safe- 
ty probléms are presented to motorists,” 
stated the Chief. ‘‘More bicyclists are on the 
road, particularly young children, and also 
more joggers and roller skater are seen dur- 
ing the warmer months.” The Chief advised 
parents to check closely on their youngster’s 
bicycle riding habits, reminding them to 
observe common sense in their riding and also 
to check their youngster’s bikes for reflectors 
and other equipment that will make them 
more visible to motorists. This is essential as 
more youngstets are riding at dusk or after 
dark’ during these summer months. 


“Joggers and roller skaters are also 
reminded to be more alert during the evening 
hours and also to wear reflective clothing so 
they will be more visible’” added the Chief. 


Chief Quinn feels that Newton has two fine 
swimming areas in Gath Pool and Crystal 
Lake, but that the rules and requlations of 
these particular areas must be followed in 
order to prevent serious accidents. 


The Chief listed several precautions that 
should be taken regardless of the swimming 
area. 

Use the ‘‘Buddy System,”’ and avoid swim- 
ming alone. 


Swimming after drinking can lead to fatal 
consequences. 

Avoid swimming immediately after eating. 

Avoid swimming in unsupervised areas and 
especially avoid swimming after dark. 

Avoid horseplay in the water as this can 
lead to injury or worse. 

“Summertime should be an _ enjoyable 
season and can be kept that way, by following 
the simple safety procedures previously men- 
tioned,’’ concluded the Chief.

ploys initiated by Alderman 
Joseph DePasquale. 

The victory for the tenants, 
however, could be shortlived. The 
new ordinance faces an inevitable 
court challenge. 

Alderman Ethel Sheehan and 
Rep. David Cohen (D-Newton), 
who sponsored the ordinance, said 
they were confident that the law 
could stand up to a court test. 

“T expect a law suit,’ Sheehan 
admitted. ‘It is my opinion that 
this is within the police powers of 
acommunity.” 

Cohen said he is ‘‘optimistic”’ 
that the bill will be upheld the 
courts. 

Despite the inevitable prospect 
of a court challenge on several 
fronts, renters that packed the Ci- 
ty Hall chamber were all smiles 
after the vote by aldermen.

“T think it is a good ordinance, a 
legal ordinance and it is one that 
is required,” asserted Backman. 

The ordinance requires tenants 
be provided relocation assistance 
and the first offer to purchase the 
rental unit. In addition, landlords 
are pronmipited from sharp in- 
creases in rent to drive renters 
out of an apartment.

WEST NEWTON—The case of 
an exchange student from Israel, 
who was charged with trepassing 
and disorderly conduct, has been 
continued without a fine.

Elvis 


The commissioner approved of 
the project and CETA artist Mary 
Troyan of Auburndale designed 
the mural. It shows a bright 
cameo of Elvis in a white suit. On 
the sides are lists of his hits and a 
cadillac—the car Elvis collected. 

In the summer of 1978 the mural 
was finished and Joanne 
Pellegrini thought up the 
memorial program. On the first 
Elvis Day in 1979, Michael 
Pellegrini, the nephew of Joanne 
Pellegrini and son of Anthony 
Pellegrini, chairman of the 
Nonantum Christmas Party 
Association, first impersonated 
Elvis. 

Since then, Pellegrini’s per- 
formances have become more 
elaborate and practiced. Last 
year, he had a cadillac entrance, 
but the back-up singers are new 
this year. 

“I just sort of grew up with the 
guy,” Pellegrini said. ‘‘I most ad- 
mire the impact he had on people 
and the way he sacrificed his life 
for his family and all the people.”’ 

Pellegrini said he has recor- 
dings of all of Elvis’ music. 

The young performer’s mother, 
Camille Pellegrini, said his devo- 
tion to Elvis started when he was 
about four years old. He heard 
lots of Elvis music at home, since 
his mother was a fan. 

“I loved him since I first heard 
this music by a truckdriver on the 
radio,” Camille Pellegrini said. It 
was while working as a truck 
driver that Elvis cut his first com- 
mercial recording 6f ‘‘That’s All 
Right, Mama’”’ and ‘‘Blue Moon of 
Kentucky” in 1954 in Memphis. 


By the end of 1956, with his ap- 
pearance on the Ed Sullivan Show 
and his first one-million seller, 
“Heartbreak Hotel,’’ Elvis Aron 
Presley, who was born in 1935 in 
Tupelo, Mississipi the son of a fac- 
tory worker, didn’t have to drive 
trucks to earn a living anymore. 

The man who brought a mixture 
of “hillbilly” and black dance 
music to national audiences never 
lost his love of peanut butter sand- 
wiches, flashy, duds and cars, or 
his public appeal during his 
career.

NBC intends to find 
out, and if the noble 
experiment slated for 
the week of Sept. 20 
fails, it won't be for 
lack of trying on the 
part of Hollywood pro- 
ducer Robert Evans 
and Cathy Lee Crosby 
of ‘‘That’s Incredi- 
ble.” 

During that week, 
NBC will saturate 
prime time program- 
ing with a campaign 
titled “Get High on 
Yourself’’ —. a celebri- 
ty studded drive to 
break pro-drug peer 
pressure by providing 
an alternative with 
more that 50 ‘‘drug- 
free heroes ... to 
spread a new spirit.”’ 

It all began last year 
when Evans, producer 
of such feature 
classics as ‘‘Love 
Story,”’ ‘‘Chinatown,” 
“The Godfather” and 
“‘Urban Cowboy”’ 
found himself before a 
federal judge in New 
York on charges of co- 
caine possession. The 
judge gave him proba- 
tion, but asked that as 
a condition he use his 
talents to “look for a 
breakthrough” in. the 
battle against drug 
abuse by children. 

Evans became 
obsessed with the 
assignment, joined 
forces with Miss 
Crosby who long has 
been concerned with 
the problem, and 
together they produc- 
ed a one-hour special 
on the subject. 

They took it to all 
three networks and 
CBS and ABC both 
agreed to schedule it, 
but NBC Entertain- 
ment President Bran- 
don Tartikoff was so 
taken by the project 
that he upped the ante. 

He agreed not only

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Children should be immunized 


BOSTON — Children should be 
immunized against many con- 
tagious diseases before they 
return to school this fall. 

According to Howard Spivak, 
M.D., clinical director of the Com- 
prehensive Child Health Program 
at the Children’s Hospital Medical 
Center, most highly contagious 
diseases — diptheria, measles, 
mumps, poliomyelitis, rubella, 
and whooping cough — are not 
familiar to school children today. 
Vaccines that prevent these dead- 
ly diseases have made epidemics 
obsolete. 


under age 14 are not protected. 

In an effort to raise the im- 
munization level of the nation’s 
children, all 50 states now require 
that parents present proof of cer- 
tain immunizations before a child 
may begin school. Dr. Spivak says 
that every child entering 
kindergarten should receive the 
following vaccines: five doses of 
“DPT” which protects against 
diptheria, pertussis (whooping 
cough) and tetanus; four doses of 
“OPV,” the oral polio vaccine; 
and the ‘MMR shot, a single in- 
jection for measles’ mumps, and 


causing that particular illness. 
Immunization artificially triggers 
this body response so that a per- 
son may become imnune without 
actually suffering the disease. 


Reactions to vaccines vary, but 
may include mild fever, 
headache, and redness or 
soreness at the site of injection. 
All such reactions are temporary, 
and are minor compared to the 
damage that may be caused if one 
of the diseases {s contracted.

NEWTON — David Sutherland, 
a Newton documentary 
moviemaker, will begin filming 
on Sept. 14 in Oxford, Ohio, at a 
major retrospective exhibition of 
the American artist Paul Cad- 
mus. 


Sutherland is directing an hour 
long documentary on the life of 
the 76-year old Cadmus, still ac- 
tively working in Weston, Conn. 


Now a_ renowned figurative 
painter, Cadmus was at the 
center of a major censorship con- 
troversy while a young artist with 
the New Deal’s Public Works of 
Art Project in the 1930's. In subse- 
quent decades, Cadmus’ satirical 
paintings remained controversial 
and the artist developed influen- 
tial friendships and _ collabora- 
tions with important cultural 
figures from the worlds of 
literature, music, and dance, in- 
cluding E.M. Forster, W.H. 
Auden, Virgil Thompson, Lincoln 
Kirstein and Jerome Robbins. In 
the 1940’s Cadmus began working 
in the ancient egg yolk tempera 
and he remains one of the very 
few practitioners of a method 
employed by Renaissance 
masters. 


Sutherland's movie will record 
the artist’s recollections of his 
very eventful life, and will include 
a unique demonstration of the ar- 
tist’s egg yolk painting technique. 
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Courts could have final say 
on Chestnut Hill Gardens

NEWTON — Representatives of the 
firm converting Chestnut Hill 
Gardens to condominiums said Mon- 
day they may have to reassess their 
marketing plan for the complex in the 
wake of a vote by alderman that will 
regulate conversion. 

Dayid Mofenson, attorney for CHR 
General Inc., has indicated that litiga- 
tion will be one of the avenues ex- 
plored by his client to try and counter 
the impact of the new ordinance on 
the conversion of the twin-tower com- 

lex. 

fame Marcus of the Boston law 
firm of Simons and Marcus has 
already threatened aldermen that he 
will challenge the legality of the or- 
dinance in court. His client, Com- 
monwealth Realty Trust (CRT), has 
begun converting the apartments at 
37-39 Commonwealth Avenue (17 
units) into condominiums. 

“We may have to reassess the pro- 
gram that we have developed,” said 
John Reveruzzi, general president of 
CHR General Inc. ‘‘There may not be 
any change in it or there could be a 
variation of the program itself.” 

“It’s a question of economics at this 
point,”’ he continued. Officials of CHR 
General Inc: have maintained that a 
month’s time, until Sept. 7, would be 
sufficient for the program to unfold. 


However, under the emergency 
preamble which was passed last 
night, the most CHR General can 
hope for is an additional 10 days. This 
would leave them two weeks short of 
their goal and the ‘‘added time period 
needed to go through the entire pro- 

| gram,” acccording to Reveruzzi. 


CHR General, a subsidiary of Con- 
necticut Bank and Trust, presented 
tenants with a revamped marketing 
plan on July 16 after Chestnut Hill 
Gardens Associates withdrew as con- 
tract purchasers of the complex. 

Despite the new program, which of- 
fered 75 of the 422 units as rental hous- 
ing for at least three years; a reloca- 
tion program entitling tenants from 
$5,000 to $11,000; and a savings of 
more than $29,000 from what the 
former market price demanded for a 
typical unit, tenants and their allies 
on the Board of Aldermen have con- 
tinued to fight the conversion. 

Although Alderman Ethel Sheehan 
has maintained the ordinance is not 
geared to one special interest group, 
many aldermen feel the law has been 
railroaded through the board in order 
to help the tenants at 250 Hammond 
Pond Parkway. 

Reveruzzi said the firm ‘‘will honor 
everything"’ up to this point in time 
but indicated people considering pur- 
chasing their units may in the future 
be subject to a less attractive plan. 

He said about 180 tenants have 
agreed to purchase their units and 
another 15 to 20 renters have agreed 
to the terms of the relocation plan. 

David Mofenson, attorney for CHR 
General, said the firm ‘‘will have to 
explore a wide range of possibilities” 
to counter the impact of the ordinance 
on Chestnut Hill Gardens. 

Mofenson, who contends the the or- 
dinance is illegal without enabling 
legislation from state lawmakers, 
said one possibility is litigation. 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk has 
maintained throughout the delibera- 
tions that without state legislation the 
ordinance is ‘‘illegal.”’ 

Marcus contends that aldermen are 


“running a real risk of personnel 
liability under the Civil Rights Act of 
1964 and under the United States Con- 
stitution for knowingly and willfully 
violating the constitutional rights of 
property owners...” 

CRT has informed tenants they 
must vacate by Aug. 31 or face legal 
action. 

“Ultimately the courts will render a 
decision,” said Mofenson, emphasiz- 
ing that the court route was not his 
client’s response at the moment. 

State Rep. David Cohen, a co- 
sponsor of the ordinance with 
Sheehan, said there was a ‘‘potential 
(court) test in each building where 
condominium conversion is going 
on.” There are currently conversions 
going on in at least six apartment 
complexes, including Chestnut Hill 
Gardens, in the city and rumors of 
several more in the aftermath of the 
ordinance. 

Sheehan flatly said: ‘I expect to be 
sued." 

Reveruzzi said the firm will ‘‘see 
how the ordinance affects the com- 
pany’s present program,’ and may 
attempt ‘‘to work the program within 
the confines of the city ordinance.” 

Mofenson said the possibility of 
fighting the ordinance in the courts 
has arisen in conversations with 
several Newton developers. 

Mofenson admitted that with 
“enabling legislation’ he believes the 
ordinance is legal. 

“Everyone now has to re-think their 
position and then come up with their 
own response,” said Mofenson, noting 
that Chestnut Hill Gardens was just 
one of the conversion projects in the 
city. “Those options are open to 
everyone. We're not in charge of the 
issue.”

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Actor wants to'shed Peter Brady image 


NEW YORK (UPT) — A lot of kids dream of 
growing up and making it big in show biz. 
Christopher Knight, who already is big in 
show biz, would settle for just growing up, but 
the script writers aren’t cooperating. 


Knight is 23, looks 17, and with 16 years in 
front of the television camera, he's a polished 
veteran. But he’s beginning to think it might 
be easier to shed his skin than the image of lit- 
tle Peter Brady of television's old “Brady 
Bunch.” He won that role at 10 and played it 
for five years. Then he played it off camera for 
two more years as the voice of Peter Brady on 
Filmation’s animated ‘‘Brady Kids" series. 


He’s had more than enough of Peter Brady. 
He even left the tube entirely upon graduation 
from high school, enrolling for a year at UCLA 
in a bid to escape his baby-faced heritage. 

To no avail. 


“I keep playing confused adolescents,” he 
said ruefully, reviewing the confused adoles- 
cent he's presently playing in the NBC 
daytime soaper “Another World.” 


“My character is a kid who's tired of being 
told what to do, so whatever anybody tells him 
to do, he does just the opposite. He's ambi- 
tionless. Motiveless. You know soap operas — 
everybody’s got a motive for everything — 
and there I am, just sitting there!" 


“It becomes a vain game,"’ he said. “T 
worry about lighting. I worry about camera 
angle. It’s ‘keep the eyes mean and end every 
scene with the big stare.’ That's how every 
scene ends in a soap opera. They could con- 
dense the whole show into five minutes of 
looks!”’ 


Make no mistake — Knight is not ungrateful 
for the role he is trying to make a transition in 
his career. 

“I'm too young to be picky and grand about 
it,”’ he said. ‘I just want to work.” 

But he does wish someone, somewhere, 
would write him into a mature role, or at least 
handle the curse of adolescence as it is. 

“Writers are of an older generation,” he 
said. ‘‘They’re not reflecting the pressure of 
the times for adolescents. An amateur writer 
in college could do it better writers 
remember that they were confused and 
scared, but at the time they were confused and 
scared, they didn’t know it. 

“They write a very clear confusion.” 

Knight's fans don’t help. 

“No matter how old you get, you've always 
got parents or an aunt or an uncle who go right 
on thinking you're a little kid,” he said. “Well, 
I have a whole hell of a lot of public — a lot of 
aunts and uncles out there — who still think of 
me as a little kid. But they’re going to see me 
grow up. 

“If I give them enough other stuff, I'm not 
going to be Peter any more. I’m going to be 
Chris.” 

He doesn’t even have to be Chris-the-actor, 
though acting is what he most enjoys. Chris-

Boys’ Club battles Warriors

Actually, it’s pretty unusual to 
seé things work out this way - 
especially considering the rigid, 
upset-minded two-out-three 
playoff format teams are re- 
quired to endure.

Stephen Labunski, executive director 
of the International Radio & Television 
Society, said some interns in summer 
program funded by the IRT Foundation 
also learn about network sales and 
advertising agencies — conduit for 
television and radio commercials. 

The IRTS is a nonprofit membership 
organization for broadcasting profes- 
sionals and emphasizes education about 
the industry as its major role.

610 applicants — has got to be David 
Gibson of Gonzaga University, 
Spokane, Wash. He goes on the payroll 
at NBC Radio Network when the intern 
program program ends Aug. 21. 

Some others getting the on-the-job ex- 
perience will go back to school. Still 
others, their experience files enriched, 
will hit the job trail. 

“This is a unique opportunity for 
students to receive on-the-job ex- 
perience at top communications com- 
panies in the center of the broad- 
castingadvertising industry,’’ said 
Labunski, a 25-year broadcast vet and 
once NBC Radio division prexy. 

Susan Sigur, from California State 
University in Fullerton, an intern with 
Independent Network News and work- 
ing out of WPIX-TV in Manhattan, said 
the experience is fantastic. 

“There’s no way anything in the 
classroom can compare to this,” she 
said. 

“T cannot believe there are so many 
departments and so many people work- 
ing together to put out a news show. I’m 
right in the thick of it. We have 
everything. The human nature 


breakdowns when temper flare and 
technology breakdowns when equip- 
ment fails. 

“The teamwork 
phenomenal.”’ 

The summer internship program is 
the second of a two-prong IRTS pro- 
gram linking academia and the world of 
broadcast. 

The first part each year is a Faculty- 
Industry seminar for teachers and 25 
students from universities and colleges 
nationwide. The 13 interns are picked 
from the 25. 

Trisha Curran, a broadcast professor 
from Fordham University, described 
the 1981 seminar at Harrison Con- 
ference Center, Glen Cove, N.Y., as ‘an 
exhilarating education in broad- 
casting.” 

“During the seminar, the profes- 
sional educators were instructed by the 
creme de la creme of professional 
broadcasters, brought together in a no- 
holds-barred atmosphere. 

“Panels on legal issues, radio pro- 
gramming, television news, public af- 
fairs, sales, promotion, community in- 
volvement and research enabled the 
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professors to appreciate practical pro- 
blems in radio and television program- 
ming.”’ 

The core of the seminar was a game 
plan. Participants worked out problems 
for a hypothetical broadcast station at- 
tempting to serve its community with 
honor and profit. 

Curran reported it was found to be 
possible. 

“But it is not automatic, nor is it easy, 
as the professors discovered in their 
increasingly-less-cavalier attempts to 
bring in interesting, intelligent, in- 
depth news and public affairs pro- 
grams," she said. 

“As the student-professors evaluated 
themselves as programmers they gain- 
ed a new security in their knowledge 
and understanding of the braodcasting 
world.”’ 

And that's as planned. Labunski said 
the purpose of IRTS Faculty-Industry 
Seminar is ‘‘to bridge the academic and 
practicality gap between the com- 
munications industry and the com- 
munications faculty.”

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powerhouses in the broadcast industry. 

Don Hewitt, executive producer of 
“60 Minutes,” for example, was a 
seminar luncheon speaker. 

He told how the program came to be, 
how correspondents are chosen, and 
gave views on news-as-entertainment. 

During the question-and-answer 
period, Hewitt said Barbara Walters 
would be the best woman journalist for 
the show, ‘‘but that she's not 
available.” 

One day a week the college interns 
meet a broadcast industry giant. 

They said the time with James G. 
Rosenfield, president of CBS Television 
and vice president of the IRTS, a hard 
act to follow. 

Rating the earlier event, the IRTS 
College Conference in Glen Cove, 
Virginia Thomas, of John Brown 
University, Arkansas, said it was ‘‘the 
most valuable and concentrated learn- 
ing experience I have ever had.” 

Labunski said in broadcast, as in 
some other fields, there are more 
graduates than jobs.

All-robot Japanese factory 
busily produces more robots 


By Antonio Kamiya 

TOKYO (UPI) — After a visit 
to a modernistic factory at the 
foot of Mt. Fuji, Takeo 
Tamarushima was ecstatic. 

What he saw was nothing less 
than a dream for managers but a 
nightmare for workers — the 
world’s first fully automatic and 
robotized factory. 

At the sprawling Fujitsu-Fanuc 
Fuji plant, robots are in fact busi- 
ly turning out, yes, more robots 
around the clock. 

During the day only 100 workers 
man the factory, twice the size of 
a baseball park. By night the 
plant becomes completely 
automated with only one worker 
tending the shop, plus a security 
guard outside the gates. 

“The robot industry is an inven- 
tion of Japan's advanced 
technology,’’ enthused 
Tamarushima, head of the Tokyo- 
based Research Institute of 
Finance and Economy, as he 
wound up his tour. 

“Tt will,” the economist said, 
“unquestionably be an important 
key to the future economy of the 
world.” 


What have become generally 
known as industrial robots don’t 
walk and don’t talk but in their 
own way they are versatile and 
smart. 

Equipped with a computer 
brain and arm-like projections 
and grippers, they already are us- 
ed in a number of Japanese fac- 
tories, performing factory work 
customarily done by humans 
since the Industrial Revolution. 

“The last stage of computeriza- 
tion is robotization,’’ said 
Tamarushima. 


Economists generally agree 
robots have come to play a signifi- 
cant role in boosting Japan’s pro- 
ductivity, notably in the auto in- 
dustry. 

Toyota and Nissan, the leading 
auto makers in Japan, are known 
to be operating plants where 90 
percent of the work is done by 
robots. 

With the robots toiling to boost 
company profits, executives are 
quick to profess their affection for 
the steel collars. 

“Theydon't ask for tea 
breaks," said Mahiko Kato, a

Former Newton 
resident I. Milton 
Sacks of Jamaica 
Plain, died Friday, 
Aug. 14, at Parker Hill 
Hospital after a long 
illness.

Mr. Sacks was a 
leading authority on 
Vietnam and 
Southeast Asia and 
had been a member of 
the Brandeis Universi- 
ty Politics Depart- 
ment since 1955.

Professor Sacks was 
educated at the Col- 
lege of the City of New 
York and the Univer- 
sity of California as a 
Vietnamese language 
and far east expert.

He was named dean 
of students in 1962 and 
deja no f 
undergraduate studies 
a year later. He was 
appointed to the Hill- 
quit Chair in 1969. 

A former chairman 
of the Politics Depart- 


ment and the faculty 
senate, he also served 
as a faculty represen- 
tative to the Brandeis 
board of trustees. 

Professor Sacks was 
also a research assis- 
tant at Yale, taught 
far eastern courses at 
Boston University and 
was one of the par- 
ticipating teachers in 
the Ford Foundation’s 
college program deal- 
ing with Southeast 
Asia. 

A veteran of World 
War II trained in 
military intelligence, 
he served from 1946-49 
as an intelligence and 
research analyst in 
the Far Eastern Divi- 
sion of the Office of In- 
telligence and 
Research for the State 
Department. 


Professors Sacks is

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Detector 

may have 
curtailed 

damage

NEWTON — A _ significant 
amount of the $2 million in fire 
damage at the Meadowbrook 
Junior High School could have 
been avoided if the building con- 
tained smoke detectors rather 
than antiquated heat detectors, 
according to Fire Chief Edward 
Reilly. 

Reilly said Monday that the 
Aug. 15 fire would have been 
“minor” if the building was 
equipped with smoke detectors. 

Reilly said smoke detectors 
would have been tripped long 
before the heat detectors and 
firefighters probably would have 
been able to contain the blaze 
which totally destroyed the 
library and two science rooms. 

“A flame must be directly 
under a heat detector for it to 
‘trip,” said Reilly. ‘““A smoke 
detector catches flames in their 
incipient stage and keeps damage 
as small as possible. They are 
very sensitive and do work.”” 

The veteran fire official, who 
requested that city buildings be 
equipped with smoke detectors 
more than a year ago, stressed 
that smoke detectors have been 
the major factor in a 50 percent 
reduction of the fire related 
deaths throughout the country. 

Three teenagers were arrested 
in connection with the 
Meadowbrook fire and charged 
with arson and breaking and 
entering. The three teenagers 
who pleaded innocent to the 
charges are: Eric Krasignor, 19, 
of 90 Clearwater Road in Newton;

Mayors pay tossed 
back to aldermen

NEWTON — Despite an at- 
tempt by aldermen to remove 
themselves from the political 
onus surrounding a possible raise 
in mayoral salary, a citizens ad- 
visory group has tossed the issue 
back to the floor of the chamber. 

Reaffirming its original stance, 
the Citizens Committee to Study 
Mayoral and’ Aldermanic Pay 
failed to recommend a raise for 
the office of mayor last week. 

Many alderman have stated 
privately that they would sanction 
the committee’s vote on mayoral 
salary. However, without the ad- 
visory grouprecommendation for 
a raise-which many alderman 
were surprised didnot surface- 
board members will be forced to 
make ‘‘their own‘‘decision 
without having the committee 
report to fall back on. 

The seven member advisory 
group was called together for a 
“special meeting” last Wednes- 
day night according to Chairman 


Keven Smyth 


Oscar Wasserman to clear up the 
committee’s stance in respect to 
the salary for the office of mayor. 

Wasserman said there was 
some confusion expressed by 
aldermen because the committee 
did not voice a recommendation 
on mayoral compensation despite 
a 4to 2 vote against a pay hike. 

Five votes were were needed 
for a formal recommendation. 

He mentioned there was added 
confusion because some commit- 
tee members were unaware of the 
possibility of an incremental pay 
boost for the office. 

“We could put the issue to rest 
if we took these into account,” 
Wasserman explained after three 
hours of deliberations. 

Although the committe 
previously voted 4 to 2 not to 
change the present mayoral 
salary of $37,500, the group then 
voted 3 to 2 with one abstention to 
raise the salary of the office with 
5 percent step raises beginning 
Jan.1,1983, 

However, because the commit- 
tee again did not have five votes 





on the prevailing side, it failed to 
voice a recommendation. 

Aldermen delayed vote on 
mayoral and aldermanic compen- 
sation Aug. 10 (the last meeting of 
the full board), by employing a 
parlimentary delaying tactic. The 
“charter’’ initiated by Alderman 
Donald Budge,allowed the com- 
mittee and the board, time to 
reconsider their respective 
‘stances. 1 

Yet several committee 
members objected to the ploy and 
said that aldermen ‘‘ducked”’ the 
issue by tossing the “‘political 
football’ back into the advisory 
group’s lap. 

At the Aug. 10 meeting, 
aldermen denied a substitution of 
committee reports which would 
have allowed for board members 
to vote on the recommendation of 
the Finance Committee. As 
recommended by finance chair- 
man Edward Richinond, -the 
mayoral salary, if approved by 
alderman, would have been rais- 
ed to $48,240 by Jan.1,1981.

Despite new law 


Condo renters 
face eviction

NEWTON — Despite a recently 
passed, ordinance which gives 
renters a two-year grace period 
before they can be removed 
because of condominium conver- 
sion, several tenants at 37 - 39 
Commonwealth Avenue have 
received eviction notices. 

The owners, Harold Garnick 
and Richard Cohen, notified 
tenants several months ago of the 
conversion of the 17 units. Most of 
the 13 remaining, tenants were 
ordered to leave the building 
before Sept. 1. 

However, under a new or- 
dinance regulating condominium 
conversion, the tenants now have 
atwo-year grace period. 

The ordinance, which was ap- 
proved by the Board of Aldermen 
last week, goes into effect Thurs- 
day. 

James Marcus, an attorney for 
the owners of the building, would 
not comment on the eviction 
notices. Marcus also refused to 
confirm or deny that the law firm 
was bringing a suit to challenge 
the condominium ordinance. 


“I do not comment on my 
client’s affairs,’’ he said. 

Marcus, however, warned 
aldermen several weeks ago that 
he would challenge the ordinance 
in court if it passed. 

Suzanne Strickland, a tenant at 
the apartment complex and 
spokesman for the group, said 
tenants are planning on hiring a 
lawyer to fight the owners of the 
building in court. 

“We are just horrorified,”’ she 
exclaimed. ‘This is nothing short 
of harassment... The law has 
been passed and they are just do- 
ing everything they can to get us 
out of this place.” 

“We are digging in now,” 
Strickland continued. ‘We are 
getting a lawyer and we will fight 
this to the very end...People have 
a responsibility to stand up to 
this; if we don’t they (developers) 
will get away with it again and 
again.” 

She added: ‘‘They wiil stop at 
nothing. They are absolutely 
ruthless." 

Several aldermen, along with 
City Solicitor Daniel Funk, have 
contended that the ordinance is il- 


legal without enabling legislation 
from Beacon Hill. 

Funk advised aldermen they do 
not have the legal authority to 
pass the ordinance. However, it 
will be Funk or a member of his 
staff that will be forced to defend 
the ordinance in court if a suit is 
brought against aldermen. 

“It’s a tough position to be in,” 
admitted Funk, ‘because I 
realize I’m arguing against 
myself.” 

Funk pointed out, however, that 
it is part of his job as an attorney 
to defend his client even after his 
advice has not been followed. 

When asked if he could make a 
case for the ordinance, Funk 
responded: : ‘There are other 
arguments. Itis not cut and dry.” 

Mayor Theodore Mann, who 
said he supports the legislation, 
has apparently decided to follow 
Funk’s advice. - 

Mann has refused to sign or 
veto the bill. If the mayor does not 
sign an ordinance within 10 days, 
it automatically becomes law. 

Mann added that he could not in 
“‘good conscience’”’ veto the 
ordinance.

It was the end of a long evening, 
one that included final votes on 
the Druker proposal for Newton 
Corner and a condominium con- 
version ordinance that would pro- 
tect renters in the city from short- 
term notice eviction. 

For White, it was a successful 
evening politically. He had been 
in the forefront of the condo or- 
dinance and had opposed the 
Druker proposal. 

White, for his efforts, had won

votes on both items. If can get 
these people out to the polls in 
September, it will help. 


White, 32, wants to unseat the 
incumbent Mayor Theodore Mann 
come the November election. And 
he wants it bad. 


But the alderman’s first test 
will be the primary on September

candidate Bruce Marquis. Mann 
should be a sure bet as one of the 
run-off winners. 


For White, Marquis has been a 
nuisance. Without a third 
mayoral candidate, White figures 
he could have “shocked” Mann 
right out of office.

Nonantum fancies Keven

NONANTUM—It may be a little 
uncommon for a native Irishman 
to be entertaining people in an old 
Italian neighborhood, singing sad 
Irish ballads and songs of the 
Irish Republican Army, but 
Keven Smyth has been very suc- 
cessful in this unusual setting. 

In fact, he is now as much a fix- 
ture here as the tranquil seascape 
and sculptured boats that 
decorate the walls of this cozy 
Nonantum lounge. 

“I've been coming here for 
years to see Keven,”’ remarks a 
45-year-old Boston at- 
torney,’’He’s a great guy. 
Everyone likes him." 

For seven years now, Smyth, 
30, has been performing at J.B.’s 
Steak House on Watertown Street, 
wooing his audience with love 
songs and ballads about 
beautiful, distant places. It's a job 
that he describes as challenging, 


| particularly because the lounge 


attracts a varied 
audience. But, he says,it’s also a 


pleasure, because Smyth loves to 
be surrounded by people, young 
or old.“‘This is a very intimate 
place. I like personal contact and 
that’s what you get here,”’ says 
Smyth, who never lets patron co- 
meinto the lounge without giving 
them a cheerful greeting-or leave 
without bidding them farewell. 

His enthusiasm for music and 
entertaining began long ago. As a 
young boy growing up in his un- 
cle’s home in Cavan, Ireland, the 
vivacious young Smyth enjoyed 
entertaing friends and relatives 
by imitating popular music 
groups.‘‘I liked the Beatles,” he 
remebers, and still plays several 
Beatle favorat..s. 

But when he was 10 years old, 
uncle warned him not to dream of 
a music career, because, the un- 
cle insisted, Smyth would waste 
his life singig in bam rooms. 
“They were dead set against it.”’ 

But young Smyth persisted. 
“I'm very stubborn,” he says ina 
melodious Irish accent,’’It’s in 
the blood you see!’’ 

Fortunately for his numerous 
fans, Smyth never did heed his 


uncle’s advice. For every Sunday 
and Monday night the loyal brood 
of enthusiastic followers flock to 
J.B.’s to see the cheerful man on 
the guitar who sings a variety of 
songs to please almost everyone, 
including country and western 
fans or classical music lovers. 
“I’m very proud of my own 
heritage, but I enjoy other 
cultures just as _ well,’’ says 
Smyth,pointing out Spanish 
music and Rockabilly as other 


favorites. ‘I always liked coun- 
trywestern. Irish people like’ it 
too.” 


Smyth epitomizes the 
words,’’Irish charm.’’ No sooner 
had I introduced myself before a 
gentle kiss was placed on my 
hand, and a handsome, 

green-eyed gentleman grinned 
widely at me from beneath a head 
of slightly shaggy golden hair and 
well trimmed mustache. 

His face bears whimsical ex- 
pressions as he sings about 
mystical characters in ‘‘Puff the 
Magic Dragon,’’ or the ludicrous 
folks described in, ‘‘What do you 
do with a drucken sailor,”” 


While the crowd revels in the 
fast— paced Irish drinking songs 
or sings along with Smyth as he 
croons an Irish lullaby, Smyth 
laughs and smiles, clearly happy 
with his audiences’ participation. 

“Everyone loves him,”’ insists 
Joseph Bianchi, owner of J.B.’s. 
“He's cheerful and happy and 
adds life and color here. He at- 
tracts all different types of 
crowds,.’”’ 

“I come for the Irish tunes,” 
says the attorney who has follow- 
ed Smyth for over four years. ‘‘He 
knows all the Irish songs. I 
baventt been able to stump him 
yet!” 

Though Smyth is often asked to 
sing popular Irish tunes such as 
“Danny Boy” and “Tor a lora 
lora,” his own favorites are those 
that depict the struggles of Nor- 
thern Ireland and its people. 

“People either sympathize with 
me-or hate my guts!"’ However 
Smyth, who spent a short time 
pemforming in South Boston, in- 
sists that there has never been 
any trouble at J.B.’s. “You may

NEWTON — The firm converting 
Chestnut Hill Gardens to con- 
dominiums will challenge the ci- 
ty’s right to enact a recently pass- 
ed ordinance regulating con- 
dominum conversion. 

Newton Attorney David Mofen- 
son said Tuesday his client, CHR 
General Inc., will file papers this 
week contesting the city’s right to 
impose a conversion ordinance 
without enabling legislation from 
state lawmakers. 

“We're embarking on a course 
of litigation,” said Mofenson. 
“We're petitioning the State 
Judical Court for an early hearing 
as to the legality of the or- 
dinance.”” 

CHR General, a subsidiary of 
The Connecticut Bank and Trust, 
is converting the 422-unit 
Chestnut Hill Gardens complex 
into condominums. 

Mofenson, however, stressed 
that “‘at this point in time,” his 
client is ‘going ahead with its 
present marketing plan.”” 

The ordinance, which is cur- 
rently on the desk of Mayor 
Theodore Mann, will become law 
on Thursday. Under the city 
charter, if the mayor does not 
sign or veto ‘a law in 10 days, it 
automatically becomes law. 

Although the mayor is ‘‘in favor 
of regulating condominum con- 
version,” he will not sign an or- 
dinance which he feels is illegal. 

The ordinance would allow a te-

White and a campaign worker, 
Josh Davis, each take a clipboard 
and take a hand full of leaflets. 
Davis, a politically active Newton 
South senior who has campaigned 
door-to-door for several can- 
didates,will alternate homes with 
White. 

Several houses into the walk, 
White encounters three maried 
women with young children. They 
are all willing to listen for a 
chance to tell White their com- 
plaints. 

“How about the maintenance at 
the Countryside School,’’ asks one 
resident,‘‘It’s certainly 
ridiculous.” 

‘The condition of the 
playgrounds are ridiculous in this 
city,’’ White responds. 

“The mayor has put no money 
into recreational facilities,” 
spouts White. ‘‘There is no sense 
of planning here.” 

“It’s a crisis mentality,’’ he 
continues. 

The attack on Mann’s “lack of 
planning” is one of White’s major 
campaign issues along with the 
“ack of management” now at'Ci- 
ty Hall and the administration’s 
“ack of courage.” 

White informs his audiences 
that the Mann administration has 
failed on each count. He blames 
the mayor for delaying revalua- 
tion for the past five years; the 
lack of a Capital Improvement 
Program; the string of city 
assessors during Mann’s tenure; 
and the failure to face up to in- 
creasing county and MBTA costs. 

“T figure it to be a low turn-out 
election,” says White. ‘‘The more 
people I talk to the better off I’ll 
be.”

Radios can’t be used 
in mutual aid 


NEWTON — The Fire Depart- 
ment's present radios, tagged by 
Fire Chief Edward Reilly as ‘‘ab- 
solutely worhtless,” cannot be us- 
ed in mutual aid fire emergen- 
cies. 


Reilly, who is head of the 
area’s Metro Fire District, has 
requested funds to replace the an- 
tiquated radios. 


The Metro-Fire District — com- 
posed of virtually all the 32 cities 
and towns within the Rte. 128 
semicircle, provides mutual 
assistance to area communities 
during fire emergencies. 


Mutual aid fire companies from 
a number of communities stood 
by in Newton fire stations while 
local firefighter battled the Aug. 
15 blaze at the Meadowbrook 
Junior High School which resulted 
in $2 million in damage. 


The present fire department 
radios have absolutely no mutual 
aid capability, according to a 
report by Ackerman Communica- 
tions of Waltham. 


Unlike Newton’s older model 
radios, the areawide Mutual Fire 
system uses a more sophisticated 
U.H.F. system. 


Because of the poor receiver 
system, which would also be solv- 
ed by the U.H.F. system, there 
are many places in the city where 


the radios are completely in- 
capable of reaching head- 
quarters.The report says this 
could prevent an assistant chief 
from requesting more apparatus 
ata fire scene. 


The report also noted that 
because the fire department 
radios operate on an old low band 
frequency they are subject to ‘“‘at- 


mospheric skip” which results in, 


interfering radio messages from 
out of state departments in- 
cluding the Los Angeles Fire 
Department. 


If Newton were to switch to the 
U.H.F. channel used by the Metro 
Fire District, the interference 
would be eliminated, according to 
the short report. 


The low frequency of the radios 
also prevents them from being us- 
ed inside buildings because they 
can not project signals through 
the structural steel of modern 
buildings. 


In addition, often parts can not 
be obtained to repair the 25-year- 
old radios. 


According to the report, the 
Newton radios, which are 
primarily vacum tube type units, 
have been obsolete since 1964 
when the communications in- 
dustry generally switched to tran- 
sistorized equipment.

Opportunity lost 


When the Newton Board of Aldermen 
voted down a $38 million revitalization of 
Newton Corner, they may have turned 
their backs on the last, best hope of 
salvaging an area of the city that has been 
deterioriating steadily.

They said ‘‘no’’ to 300 units of much 
needed rental housing, ‘‘no’’ to much- 
needed parking space, ‘‘no”’ to revamping 
commercial offerings in the area, and 
“no”? to an office building with the an- 
cilliary benefit of adding shopping 
patrons. 


They let minor matters, financing of the 
parking garage and whether or not it could 
be put entirely underground, derail an in- 
novative and bold revamping of an area 
that is a blot on the landscape of the city. 


The Newton Corner developer, Ronald 
Drtker, spent more than a year in con- 
sultation with various area_ interest 
groups, working on a plan that would be 
satisfactory to all. That _ residential 
tenants paying abnormally low rents in 
the Gorin-Leeder building would never be 
satisfied is understandable, but that 
Aldermen would base votes on their sen- 
timents is hard to fathom. 


It is even more perplexing when one con- 
siders that the residential tenants would 
have been relocated in the apartments the 
Druker development provided! 


Now there will be no apartments, not 
even those presently in the Gorin-Leeder 
Building. Yes, the tenants maintain that 
they will ‘fight’? Ronald Druker’s alter- 
nate proposal to build office buildings, one 
on the Gorin-Leeder site and one across 
the street, but he can construct them by 
right under the existing zoning.

He 
can answer that he intended to house 
them, but they, and the Board of 
Aldermen, said ‘‘no”’ to his plan. 


There has been talk in the aftermath of 
this project’s defeat that Ronald Druker 
will come back to the Board of Aldermen 
with a scaled down version of his original 
plan and seek aldermanic approval. Some, 
we understand, even voted on this basis. 


Ronald Druker does not strike us as the 
type of man who would do this. He made 
an effort in good faith that consumed more 
than a year in time and several hundred 
thousand dollars in planning. We think, 
and he says, he will go ahead with his plan 
to tear down the building and build office 
space. 


And if we are correct, then the City of 
Newton has lost a great deal. Yes, Mr. 
Druker would have made a substantial’ 
amount of money and was not acting out of 
the kindness of his heart; but at least his 
plan offered the many opportunities and 
services that area so sorely needs. 


Only time will tell whether this lost 
chance on the part of our elected Aldermen 
has done more harm than they apparently 
Hoped to avoid.

My Turn 


Where are our statesmen?

This is the summer of my discontent with 


the Newton Board of Aldermen. 


The aldermanic response to Ronald 
Druker’s Newton Corner project, 
dominium conversion and mayoral pay are 


cause for genuine concern. 


Ald. Robert Gaynor said it best when com- 
menting on the defeat of the Newton Corner 
project: ‘“‘The tenants won the battle and lost 


the war.’’ 


Newton Corner is an eyesore, and the Gorin- 
Leeder building has been described in the past 
by this city’s newspapers as a ‘‘tenement,”’ 
marble sinks and wrought-iron bannisters not- 


withstanding. 


I can’t find fault with the tenants for wishing 
to maintain the status quo of extremely low 
rents in a city where rental units are costly 


and scarce. 


But I do find fault with aldermen basing 
decisions on the cries of a few over the general 


good of us all. 


The scenario is the same for any develop- 
ment in Newton. The developer makes his pro- 
posal, the neighbors rise in righteous wrath 
and vow to fight to the death to stop it, the 
aldermen chip away at it bit by bit, and it 


ultimately passes or fails. 


It takes a patient developer to do business in 


Newton. 


Granted, the Druker proposal was big. 
Newton Corner is the only place in this city 
that could accommodate something on that 
scale because it is literally the corner of the ci- 
ty and its character as a village was destroyed 


long ago by the turnpike. 


Druker had all the bases covered. He was of- 
fering a mixture of housing, office space, 


stores, open space and parking. 


I don’t know about the office space, but this 
city certainly is in dire need of mixed housing, 
parking and some earthly reason to ever go to 


Newton Corner in the first place. 


His request that the city help foot the bill for 
part of the cost of the parking was reasonable. 
It was, after all, a small price to pay for the 


benefits accruing. 


His last minute change in plans probably did 
him more harm than good. 

The 80,000 of us that don’t live in the Gorin- 
Leeder building are the real losers, but, as 
always, we don’t make as much noise as the 
con- people directly affected by any proposed 
development when we really should. 

We have 16 aldermen elected at-large and 
eight ward aldermen. The system is based on 
the idea that the ward aldermen, by nature, 
take a more parochial view of issues directly 
affecting the wards. The alder'men-at-large, 
on the other hand, are the ones who are sup- 
posed to provide the balance of working for the 
general good of the city. 

The Druker proposal would have benefitted 
the city as a whole, and we were abandoned by 
the following aldermen-at-large: Wendell 
Bauckman, Paul Coletti, Richard McGrath, 
James Miller, Terry Morris and Dominic 
Taglienti and Mark White. 

While on the one hand the city fathers are 
denying us more than 300 units of rental hous- 
ing, on the other they are squabbling over a 
condominium conversion ordinance. 

There’s nothing like consistency. 

Before they take too many bows over the 
condominium restrictions, I have a question: 
“Where were you five years ago?”’ 

The fact is, when it comes to conversion, the 
damage has already been done. With the ex- 
ception of developments on Commonwealth 
Avenue in Auburndale, Farwell Street in 
Newtonville and Lexington Street in Auburn- 
dale, where are there rental units in apart- 
ment complexes left in Newton? 

Rental housing stock has dwindled to the 
point of nonexistence. And the aldermen sat 
by and allowed virtually every apartment 
development to be converted to condominiums 
without ever proposing any restrictions. 

Coupled with the denial of the Druker plan 
for rental housing, the condominium or- 
dinance may indeed be too little too late. 

Finally, the discussions over raises for the 
aldermen and mayor are about to degenerate 
into the laughable. 

Again, we have the Board of Aldermen 
stampeded into a corner by a small group of 


ople; this time for purely political reasons. 
ar 4 anti-Mann faction does not want the 
mayor to have a pay raise. It is busy lobbying 
furiously to see that the mayoral salary is not 
increased. 

There’s only one problem with this. The 
salary increase is for the mayor, not for Ted 
Mann. : 

If the people of this city don’t want Ted 
Mann as their mayor anymore, they will ex- 
press that sentiment on Sept. 22 in the 
preliminary election and Nov. 3 in the general 
election. This is our right and the proper con- 
text in which to express it. 

The question of raising the mayoral salary 
is a separate issue entirely. The salary, by 
charter, can only be reviewed every four 
years and applies only to a new term. ; 

Viewed purely. in that context, isn’t it 
ludicrous to expect that anyone overseeing a 
job would countenance eight years without a 
raise in salary? 

The issue of salary was deliberately struc- 
tured to keep it from being the political foot- 
ball it has become. And while the ‘‘blue ribbon 
committee’? maunders on about Proposition 2 
% and symbols, practicality dictates the 
salary issue be considered in its proper con- 
text where inflation and common sense should 
be prominent in the discussion. 

So where are our statesmen? Where are our 
aldermen with courage to serve the general 
good of the city over the petty interests of 
small pressure groups? 

Is it any wonder there is so little interest on 
the part of citizens seeking election to this 
Board of Aldermen? Disturbing, yes; surpris- 
ing, no. 

Where are the aldermen with the grace 
under pressure of an Eliot Cohen? Where are 
the aldermen with the financial acumen and 
savvy of a Sid Small? Where are the aldermen 
with the gentleness and patience of a Michael 
Antonellis, the wit of an Alan Barkin, the 
determi» ation of a Lois Pines or the vision of a 
Joe McL -nnell? 

We're beginning to need them desperately.

Right spot for waste cart

BOSTON — Two new out-of-state 
companies interested in cleaning 
up hazardous waste in 
Massachusetts passed their initial 
tests last week in the Com- 
monwealth’s lengthy new approval 
process, regarded as one of the 
toughest and most innovative in the 
nation. 

The miulti-million-dollar pro- 
posals of the two firms received a 
preliminary screening by the 
Hazardous Waste Facility Site 
Safety Council. Then they were 
stamped ‘‘feasible and deserving.” 
That gives them the green light to 
proceed to Step Two — allowing 
communities to bid for their ser- 
vices. 

A whole new checklist of pro- 
cedures has been developed by the 
Safety Council to try to put the 
waste cart in the right spot behind 
the horse. At long last the Council 
is encouraging communities to 
come forward and seek help with 
their waste, rather than, as in the 
past, having the state grab the ball 
and impose its will and proposals 
on reluctant and resistant cities 
and towns. 

IT Corporation of California is 
the latest to enter the 
Massachusetts scene. It is offering 
a $100 million project to deal with 
at least some of the Com- 
monwealth’s 300,000 tons of hazar- 
dous waste annually.

solvents, chemicals, acids, 
plastics, resins, etc. that constitute 
hazardous wastes represent a 
serious problem in Massachusetts 
— and a 1.5 million ton problem for 
New England. This is not to men- 
tion more troublesome wastes like 
spent nuclear fuel and low-level 
radioactive waste from the 
region’s hospitals and factories. 
And mountains of solid waste, gar- 
bage and trash are accumulating 
while landfill sites shrink. 


The difficulties inherent in deal- 
ing with these seemingly intrac- 
table problems are epitomized by 
Haverhill’s experience. Three Bay 
State governors have eyed this city 
as the location for grandiose plans 
for a regional waste disposal facili- 
ty that would feature technological 
breakthroughs. A company called 
UOP from Illinois has long been 
prepared to build a disposal and in- 
cineration plant that would also 
provide steam or electricity to 
neighboring towns or industries. 
Its difficulty was that the state 
preempted the project and pushed 
so hard Haverhill citizens got their 








qwacon Corporation of Penn- 
sylvania has come forward with a 
more modest $5 million proposal. 
Both, significantly, are non site- 
specific. They are general pro- 
posals for use wherever in the state 
they might be wanted, to be screen- 
ed by the Safety Council, then laid 
before interested communities. IT 
claims that just since making its 
intentions known, 12 towns have 
put out feelers, plus one landowner. 

A third firm, Solvent Recovery 
Services, Inc. (SRS) of New Jersey 
is taking a different tack. It has 
already purchased land in 


Haverhill’s Ward Hill industrial 
park off Route 495 with plans for a 
$5 million plant to recover and 
recycle solvents. It, however, is 
meeting resistance. The site hap- 
pens to be within 100 feet of the 
Merrimack River and on low-lying 
land which half a century ago was 
flooded by a freak but possibly 
cyclical flood. Wells, water 
systems and shellfish industries 
downstream could be endangered, 
say skeptics, and SRS has admit- 
tedly had problems with a project 
in Connecticut. 

Automotive and industrial oils, 


A referendum showed 
voters opposed to a 3000-tons-a-day 
plant to cater to the entire Mer- 
rimack Valley and take advantage 
of economies of scale. Thus spurn- 
ed in Haverhill, UOP was invited to 
North Andover where it enjoys a 
warmer welcome and is _pro- 
ceeding with a scaled-down, 900-ton 
project, with discreet state back- 
ing. (Haverhill subsequently 
reversed itself in a referendum, 
but UOP could not be lured back. )

Have a Coke... and a smile for blacks

Jesse Jackson has done black 
America a real favor. 

The president of Operation 
PUSH has negotiated what he calls 
“a moral covenant” with the giant 
of the U.S. soft-drink industry, the 
Coca-Cola Co, 


The company — after nine mon- 
ths of secret meetings and the 
threat of a black boycott of its pro- 
ducts — agreed to do the following: 

— Establish a $1.8 million ven- 
ture capital fund for loans to blacks 
in businesses associated with the 
soft-drink industry. 


— Appoint 32 black fountain 
wholesalers and wine distributors 
by August 1982. They will be pro- 
vided with special training and 
lists of prospective customers 
worth an estimated $1.3 million. 


— Double its advertising in 
black-owned newspapers and 
Magazines and increase to §2 
million its advertising on black- 





owned radio stations. 

— Award an $8 million account 
for one of its product lines to a 
black-owned advertising agency. 

— Boost its deposits in black- 
owned banks from $250,000 to an 
estimated $2 million. 

— Increase its contributions to 
black organizations and _ institu- 
tions, including endowing scholar- 
ships at black colleges and univer- 
sities. 

— Increase to $14 million its 
minority purchasing program. 

— Hire blacks to fill 100 blue- 
collar openings over the next year 
and increase its percentage of 
black managers from 5 percent to 


12 percent (or about 200 people). 
Jackson estimated the value of 
these jobs at $5.2 million. 

The workers who will fill these 
jobs, the colleges that will receive 
scholarships and the businesses 
that will profit from the agreement 
owe Jackson a vote of thanks. 

But many others ought to be 
grateful, too. 

Jackson has revived a potent 
weapon and made it available to 
every black man and women in the 
United States. He has breathed 
new life into the boycott. 

It was 26 years ago that another 
boycott propelled Martin Luther 
King Jr. into history and won in- 


tegrated seating on city buses in 
Montgomery, Ala. 


Tt was 20 years ago that the Rev. 
Leon _ Sullivan of Philadelphia 
organized 400 black ministers in his 
city. They used their pulpits to 
withdraw Patronage from 
businesses that were heavily 
dependent on black dollars. 


Donald Keough, the president of 
Coca-Cola, ‘said that the boycott 
threat had no effect on his com- 
pany. In fact, he said that it was 
Ronald Reagan, not Jesse Jackson, 
who inspired the “moral conve- 
nant.”” 


“The pause that refreshes” — 
Coca-Cola's old slogan — can 
become the pause that rein- 
vigorates a movement that badly 
needs victories and badly needs to 
learn how to win them. 

Tl drink a Coke to that.

Futile maneuvers 


To the Editor: 

On Monday, Aug. 17, the Board of 
Aldermen passed a much needed 
ordinance which will protect 
tenants in the City of Newton from 
being evicted on short notice by 
condominium developers. 

The ordinance requires con- 
dominium developers to obtain a 
permit from the Board of 
Aldermen before they can pro- 
ceed to convert apartments into 
condominiums. It also gives 
tenants two years notice before 
they can be evicted from their 
apartments. If there are unusual 
circumstances, the Board of 
Aldermen can grant “hardship 
statuy,"’ which would provide 
qualified tenants an extra three 
years before they canbe evicted. 

A_ special preamble, which 
declared a public emergency due 
to the amount of condominium 
conversions taking place in the ci- 
ty, was also passed to allow the 
ordinance to take effect in 10 
days, rather than the usual 30 day 
wait. The ordinance is basically a 
good piece of compromise legisla- 
tion that protects tenants from 
abrupt evictions due to con- 
dominium conversions. 

I think it was very unfortunate 
that the present Ward 1 alder- 
man, Joe DePasquale, not only 
voted against the ordinance and 
the preamble, but was also the 
major instigator of a series of 
parliamentary procedures which 
helped to drag out the entire pro- 
cess for another week. 

Since the ordinance always had 
the necessary votes to pass, these 


maneuvers by Ald. DePasqualé 
proved futile and served only to 
buy time for the developers; while 
needlessly worrying many people 
who were fighting for their 
homes. 

Ald. DePasquale maintains 
that he voted against the or- 
dinance because the City Solicitor 
advised the aldermen that they 
did not have the power to pass it 
without state approval, the result 
being an inevitable court battle 
over the ordinance. 

If Ald. DePasquale was so con, 
cerned about going to court over 
the constitutionality of the or- 
dinance, why then, in another in- 
stance, did he ignore the advice of 
the City Solicitor and proceed to 
go to court to fund the in-house 
ambulance service? 

To me, the issues brought out in 
both instances warranted action 
by the Board of Aldermen. It was 
necessary, in my opinion, for the 
board to fight for the maintenance 
of the in-house ambulance service 
as well as the regulation of eqn; 
dominium conversions. 

It is unfortunate however that 
when items of such importance 
come before the Board of 
Aldermen, they often get lost in 
the whirlpool of politics and egos. 
I feel that when the lives and safe- 
ty of people in this city are invalu- 
ed, politics and egos should. be 
pushed aside so that the people 
will be the ones who benefit.

The raise, which called for a 6.5 
percent yearly step raise effec- 
tive Jan.1,1982, was proposed by 
Richmond as a ‘‘cost-of-living in- 
crease.” 

If pay hikes for the office of 
mayor and aldermen are rejected 
by the board on Sept. 8, both of- 
fices will not be allowed, under ci- 
ty charter, to recieve pay boosts 
until the next election. 

Committee member Howard 
Haywood was confused as to why 
the committee was called 
together again. 

“When I left here on July 29, it 
was very clear on what we voted 
on,‘‘he said. ‘I feel we're being 
used.”” 

Haywood said some aldermen 
that had testified in front of the 
committee and then supported 
pay hikes, swayed when the ac- 
tual vote was on the floor of the 
board. 


“A large majority of them were 
assured this committee would 
vote a pay raise for the mayor to 
take it out of thier hands,” con- 
tinued Haywood. ‘‘This thing has 
become political when you look at 
who is opposed in the upcoming 
election; they swayed from what 
they said in front of us.’’ 

Pricsilla Leith, who was in 
favor of a raise, said she ‘‘sat in 
amazement” as ‘‘six aldermen 
flip flopped from what they said in 
front of this committee and what 
they said on the floor of the 
board.” 

Joseph Alexander, president of 
the Newton Taxpayers Associa- 
tion uestioned the group’s 
credibility. “If this committee 
wants any credibility at all we 
should stick by our decision,” he 
said. 

Former alderman Harry 
Crosby, who has publically sup- 
ported Mayor Theodore Mann in 
the upcoming election, thought 
aldermen had a tough public deci- 


sion to make. ‘‘They're not very 
brave," said Crosby of the board. 
“But I understand it."’ 

Wasserman, another jn favor of 
araise, said aldermen are ‘‘in the 
hot seat” and ‘“‘we(the commit- 
tee)can get them out of the hot 
seat.” 


“In my opinion, every board 
member would vote for a small in- 
cremental increase,’’ said 
Wasserman. ‘‘We could get them 
off the hook. I really don’t think 
the public would complain.” 

The committee failed to change 
its recommendation for a $400 
raise for aldermen. If approved 
by the board, the pay boost would 
bring the yearly aldermanic 
salary to $2,200. 

Several citizens last Monday 
threatened they would obtain 
enough signatures (2,400) to have 
the issue on the November ballot 
if the committee voiced a recom- 
mendation which called for an in- 
crease in mayoral salary. 


Citizens urged to buckle-up 


BOSTON — The National Safety 
Council’s Women’s Division, The 
Massachusetts Medical Society 
Auxiliary and The Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health's 
Division of Preventive Medicine 
are asking the public to make a 
special effort to wear their seat 
belts while traveling during the 
Labor Day weekend. 

Every year hundreds of 
thousands of children and adults 
are killed or injured in motor 
vehicle collisions. Labor Day 
weekend is an especially grim 


time. Last year, according to the 
Safety Council, there were 710 
deaths and 21,300 injuries nation- 
wide during the Labor Day 
weekend. 

Safety Council data shows that 
motor vehicle collision costs 
drain $35.8 billion yearly from our 
economy. The Safety Council 
estimates that the use of seat belt 
s could save 2,000 lives each year. 

‘Make it Click — Buckle Up’”’ is 
a national campaign to encourage 
people to use their seat belts, 
especially during the Labor Day 


weekend. In Massachusetts, the 
health department and The 
Medical Society Auxiliary will be 
asking people to sign ‘Make It 
Click"’ pledge cards promising to 
buckle their seat belts and put 
their children in safety seats. 

By getting people, especially 
“first timers,’ to use their seat 
belts during this dangerous 
period, the health department and 
The Medical Society Auxiliary 
hope to help people realize that 
seat belts are easy to use and take 
only six seconds to click on. 








Mental Health 
Hanging on

Divorce is one of the major traumatic 
events in the lives of all concerned — hus- 
band, wife, children, relatives and close 
friends. Frequently, people feel trapped in 
a marriage when it is not going well. A cou- 
ple who have not been getting along for 
some time commonly feel helpless and 
frustrated in not being able to improve the 
relationship. 

To leave the marriage. presents many 
problems. It is expensive to maintain two 
households, and leaving may mean having 
to admit failure and face the questions, 
challenges and advice of friends and fami- 
ly. For at least one spouse, it means a ma- 
jor change in lifestyle, away from a family 
environment. 

When children are involved, it means 
greater responsibility for one parent and a 
deprivation in contact with the, children for 
the other parent. For the person who 
leaves, itis parenting by appointment. 

For both parents, it can mean loneliness 
and the pain of starting over to find new 
relationships. This includes ‘having to 
brush up on social skills that have become 
rusty with disuse. Even more difficult, 
especially for women, is. how to meet other 
suitable people. 

There is also the pain in witnessing the 
struggle of children making the adjustment 
to a divorce — the instability and insecurity 
that it stirs up and the often-felt pressure to 
chose sides. 

In view of these varied pressures that go 
with staying together or divorcing, it is not 
hard to understand why many people 
gravitate to staying in limbo and do not face 
the problem of divorce when all other 
avenues are exhausted. 

One alternative often does not get enough 


attention. What are the consequences of 
just letting an unpleasant situation drag on 
and on? A couple contemplating divorce 
has to assess the benefits and problems of 
staying together relative to benefits and 
problems of divorcing. 

Is the frustration that comes from living 
with the loss of an emotional marriage 
worth keeping the family together? At 
which point is it more harmful for children 
to be living with the tension of parents who 
no longer have a good marriage than learn- 
ing to make the adjustment of living with 
only one parent in a presumably more plea- 
sant emotional environment? 

There are no simple formulas or easy 
answers. Each situation needs to be 
evaluated on its own merits. When emo- 
tions blur one’s ability to do this, the 
perspective of outside professional help 
should be sought. Years of experience in 
working with such situatins have clearly 
taught the message that the worst thing to 
do is nothing, pretend the problem away. 

Best results come by facing up to a pro- 
blem. There may be more difficulty initial- 
ly, but far better results in the long run. 

The first step is to try to make the mar- 
riage work. When it Is clear that this is not 
likely to happen with or without help, then 
face the options in an open and constructive 
way. To not do so only postpones and inten- 
sifies the pain that ultimately has to be fac- 
ed. 

Healthy marriages and constructive 
divorces are not accidental. They are the 


product of people who are willing to take the... 


risk of facing problems with the committ- 
ment to find constructive, mutually satisfy- 
ing solutions.

Penn State ready to regainsupremacy

NEW YORK (UPI) — This will 
be the ‘‘Year of the Nittany Lion” 
as far as Penn State is concerned. 

Penn State, which for the past 
two years has fallen to rival Pitt- 
sburgh in the battle for 
supremacy in the East, is ready to 
regain its stature as the No. 1 
team in the region. However, 
because of the most difficult 
schedule in the school’s history, 
the Nittany Lions face the pro- 
spect of being left out when it 
comes to national championship 
consideration. 


Among their opponents are 
Nebraska, Alabama, Notre Dame 
and Pittsburgh, all in the top 10 in 
UPI’s 1980 final ratings. 

“We have an awfully fine foot- 
ball squad,” says Joe Paterno, 
entering his 16th year as Penn 
State's head coach. ‘But we must 
stay healthy to give us the depth 
that we will need against ovr 
schedule. We already have good 
morale and leadership.” 

Last year, Penn State got better 
as the season progressed, capping 
a 10-2 record with a 31-19 victory 
over Ohio State in the Fiesta Bowl 
to finish No. 8 in the nation. 


For a change, the quarterback 
situation seems stabile, with 
sophomore Todd Blackledge in 
charge. As a freshman, he guided 
Penn State to an 81 mark in 
games he started and completed 
47.8 per cent of his passes. In addi- 
tion, junior running back Curt 
Warner returns after gaining 922 
yards as does wide receiver Ken- 
ny Jackson (21 catches, 386 
yards), Guard Sean Farrell an- 
chors the line. 

On defense, Penn State has one 
of its speediest teams, including 
secondary men Paul Lankford, 
Giuseppe Harris and Matt 


Bradley. Defensiye tackle Leo 
Wisniewski and linebacker Chet 
Parlavecchio will be the central 
figures on defense. 

But don’t expect Pittsburgh to 
fall over and play dead. The Pan- 
thers, rankedsecond in the nation 
behind unbeaten Georgia last 
year, lost a herd of top players to 
Graduation, including All- 


Americas Hugh Green and Mark 
May. Although15 starters have to 
be replaced, Coach Jackie Sher- 
rillis optimistic. 

“We're a long way from having 
the football teang we had last 
year,”’ says Sherrill. “But unless

think we'll dip too far."’ 

Pitt is counting on quarterback 
Dan Marino to take charge. 
Marino started the first six games 
before suffering a knee injury and 
finished with 1,609 yards and 15 
touchdowns.

The defense will have to be com- 
pletely rebuilt. The lone starters 
from last year are linebacker Sal 
Sunseri and safety Tom Flynn. 
The key to the defense may lie 
with tackle John Hendrick, who is 
coming off knee surgery. 

Once again, the rest of the East 
remains a notch below Penn State 
and Pitt. Syracuse may show the 
biggest improvement. 

The Orangemen, 5-6 in 1980, 
hired Dick MacPherson as head 
coach to replace Frank Maloney. 
Syracuse has 16 returning 
starters and will be led by running 
back Joe Morris, who sat out a 
large part of 1980 because of in- 
juries.

TORONTO (UPI) — Tracy

world's No. 1 player, routed Evert 
in straight sets Sunday to capture 
the $200,000 Canadian Open tennis 
championships, 6-1, 64. 

The style of her victory erased 
any worry that she'll be troubled 
by a lingering back injury at 
Flushing Meadows, where she 
and Evert have shared the last 
three U.S. Open titles. 

“T feel I am totally back,” said 
the 18-year-cld Austin, who has 
climbed back to top form after en- 
ding a four-month layoff with a 
back injury in mid-May. “I have 
played so well in this tournament. 

It was Austin’s eighth triumph 
over Evert in 14 matches stret- 
ching back to 1977. But six of

Ali exclaims: I'm still the greatest of all time 


COLUMBIA, S.C. (UPI) — 
Vowing “I’m not a quitter,” 
Muhammad Ali predicted Thurs- 
day he'll take an unprecedented 
fourth | world heavyweight boxing 
title from slugger Gerry Cooney 
ina year. 

Ali, who turns 40 Feb. 17, said 
his comeback will begin Nov. 1 in 
South Carolina against an oppo- 
nent yet to be chosen. 

“This shall be the greatest 
evening of all time," he said. 

At a crowded news conference 
in the basement of Carolina Col- 
iseum, site of his proposed return 
to the ring, Ali opened his wallet, 
handed Richland County boxing 
commissioner Chris Hitopoulos a 
$5 bill and received a license to 
fight in Columbia. 

“Now that I've got the right to 
fight here, they'll knock the doors 
down,” Ali said. ‘Whoever meets 
me will be honored.” 

Clad in a black suit, white shirt 
and black tie, the three-time 
heavyweight champion with gray- 
ing hair predicted the currently 
top-rated Cooney soon will win the 
crown by knocking out World Box- 
ing Council champion Larry 
Holmes, who pummeled Ali like a 
rag doll through 10 rounds last Oc- 
tober. Ali's corner stopped the 
fight before the 11th round.

International meddling causes 


Hassles for NYC dream mile 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) -- 
America’s track and field rulers 
told international track officials 
Wednesday not to meddle in U.S. 
events, specifically the Fifth 
Avenue Mile scheduled Sept. 26 in 
New York City. 


The brouhaha started Wednes- 
day when President Adriaan 
Paulen of the International 
Amateur Athletics Federation in 
London told The Athletics Con- 
gress, the IAAF member which is 
the U.S. governing body for 
amateur track and field, to cancel 
plans for an international 
straight-away. mile on Fifth 
Avenue. 0 


TAC Executive Director Ollan 
Cassell fired back a Telex 
message which said TAC has 
sanctioned the event and has 
specific guarantees that all IAAF 
eligibility rules will be followed. 


“Please explain how IAAF 
president can be above IAAF con- 
stitution and supervise events 
around the world. Suggest you 


leave this to IAAF member in 
U.S.,” the message ended. 


Cassell said many top athletes 
around the world have accepted 
TAC’s invitation to take part. He 
said ABC, which will televise the 
event, has written into its contract 
that all TAC and IAAF rules must 
be observed. And he said four 
TAC representatives are 
members of the Fifth Avenue Mile 
organizing committee. 


TAC officials made a point of 
telling reporters that Paulen’s 
term as president ends next 
month, prior to the Sept. 26 race. 


The IAAF said in London it 
ordered the race canceled 
because it was informed the pro- 
posed course for the road race is 
predominantly downhill, with a 
net drop of 10 yards between the 
start and the finish. 


More than 100,000 spectators 
are expected to line the route in 
midtown Manhattan. 

The IAAF said it considered the

event was being staged for pro- 
paganda purposes. It said the 
race, brainchild of Fred Lebow, 
New York City marathon 
organizer, constituted an interna- 
tional meeting outside IAAF 
rules. The IAAF said the race 
represented an undesirable 
development in international 
track and field. 


Paulen told Cassell no foreign 
athletes should be invited to take 
part in the race. 


Internationally known runners

“That shows how hypocritical 
all those Northern cities are,” Ali 
said. “I couldn’t get a license to 
box from the good white folks in 
the liberal North.” 


Ali planned to leave Columbia 
for Los Angeles Thursday to begin 
training for his comeback. 

A team of four physicians put 
Ali through a four-hour examina- 
tion Wednesday and announced at 
the news conference that the 
former champ “‘is in good shape.”” 


Dr. Chris Biser, a physician for 
the Richland County Boxing Com- 
mission, said Ali's electrocar- 
diogram was ‘‘possibly not 
perfect but near perfect. 

“He was at about 88 percent,” 
Biser said. ‘‘That's excellent con- 
sidering he's not in full training. 
We expected his weight to be a lit- 
tle more than his fighting weight, 
but it’s not as bad as in the past.” 


Ali, who ballooned to 260 pounds 
before his bout with Holmes — 
and then took large doses of 
thyroid medicine to lose weight 
quickly, weighed in at 244 pounds 
for his physical Wednesday. He 
said his fighting weight will be 230 
pounds in November. 

Ali said he can regain the world 
title ‘because of my attitude.” 


“Don't let people tell you what 
you can’t do,” he said. 

The former champion said he 
will train “one month here in Col- 
umbia where people can come in 
and see me live and in living col- 
or.” 


At the time he was placed on the 
disabled list, Porter was batting 
-173 with two homers and eight 
RBI. 


To make room for Porter on the 
25-man roster, the Cardinals op- 
tioned pitcher Andy Rincon to 
their Double A farm team, the 
Arkansas Travelers, in the Texas 
League. Rincon, who had a 3-1 
record and 1.75 ERA, has been 
bothered by a sore arm. 


Ali said he can make a suc- 
cessful comeback because 
“whoever puts the behinds in the 
seats has the power.

Ali also said Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev told him he can 
fight in Russia if he makes a suc- 
cessful comeback. 

“And Deng-Xiao Ping — I know 
him personally — said he would 
let me come to China,” Ali said. 


_ “I'm back and I want to be an 
inspiration to everybody ... not to 
quit,’’ he said. ‘‘All of you have a 
Larry Holmes in your life.” 

And, he said, ‘I’m still pretty — 
look at me.

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Tips on traffic safety 
when schools reopen 


NEWTON — “Schools in Newton reopen 
Sept. 9and motorists, parents, school children, 
and others should recognize an overnight 
change in traffic patterns,’’ stated Chief 
William F. Quinn of the Newton Police Depart- 
ment. 

After a summer of vacationing thousands of 
children will be walking to neighborhood 
schools, and bus stops. They will be crossing 
many side streets and major intersections. 
Streets and crossings with a heavy volume of 
traffic will be supervised by Newton Police 
Traffic Supervisors and police officers, as well 
as crossings in the vicinity of schools. 

Parents of young children should walk the 
routes to school with their children to 
familiarize the child with crosswalks, 
driveways, pedestrian lights, (red and yellow, 
or Walk, Don’t Walk) importance of using 
sidewalks properly, behavior while waiting for 
school buses and conduct while riding. 

It is also wise to time the trip to school and 
insist that the young student maintain such a 
time to avoid playing or lingering which could 
possibly result in an accident. 

When.a parent does accompany a child over 
a route, the child should use crosswalks and 
corners and should cross only when gaps in 
traffic exist. The child should be instructed to 
do his or her own looking in all directions 
before stepping off the curb. 

Chief Quinn stated, ‘‘we shall be supervising 
over 80 crossings and it would be wise for the 
parent to introduce the child to the traffic 
supervisor or the police officer.”’

SPRINGFIELD, Ill. (UPI) — fm) 
sidering turning unused space at” menel 
health facilities into prison space to ease a 
projected prison bed shortage, state Correc- 
tions Director Michael Lane said.

Mini Bike Tracks to Open 

The Newton Recreation Department’s three 
track mini bike facility in Newton Highlands 
will reopen for the fall season on Saturday, 
Sept. 12. It is located on the site of the old in- 
firmary on Winchester Street. The tracks will 
be open each Saturday from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
throughout the fall. 

The facility will be directed by Steve Maz- 
zola and Al Mazzola of the Recreation Depart- 
ment. This is the only legal public area in 
Newton where mini bikes may be operated. 
Bikes must be transported to the area in a 
legally registered vehicle. They may not be 
ridden or pushed on the public ways. Each 
rider must wear a helmet and hard-toed 
shoes. 

Each mini bike must be equipped with a 
spark arrester, muffler, brakes in good condi- 
tion, and safe tires. There is a $5 registration 
fee for each mini bike and a $1 fee for each ad- 
ditional rider of that bike.

“Of the people, by the people and for the peo- 
ple’’ epitomizes muralist Lilli Ann 
Rosenberg’s feelings about a beautiful mosaic 
community mural for Newton Centre in which 
she is currently deeply involved. Sponsored by 
the Newton Centre Improvement and 
Business Associations, George Levy of
